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INTRODUCTION 


As the President’s chief message-crafting body, the Presidential Communications Development 
and Strategic Planning Office (PCDSPO), is mandated to provide strategic communication leadership 
and support to the Executive Branch, its composite agencies, and instrumentalities of government. 

The PCDSPO is also mandated to act as custodian of the institutional memory of the Office of 
the President. One of our projects is the continuation of the series of books called the Messages of the 
President, started in 1936 by Jorge B. Vargas, Executive Secretary to President Manuel L. Quezon. 
The series was a wide collection of executive issuances, speeches, messages, and other official papers 
of the President. The volumes were intended to serve as the definitive compilation of presidential 
documents. The series was continued until the Quirino administration, although the series for the 
Presidential administrations of Presidents Quezon, Roxas, and Quirino were never completed. 

In 2010, President Benigno S. Aquino III ordered the revival of the series and the constitution of a 
complete set, covering all 15 presidential administrations. With pride, we continue what Vargas began. 

We would like to extend our gratitude to our partners for without whose gracious cooperation, 
this project would have not been possible.

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PREFACE 


On July 30, 2010, President Benigno S. Aquino III issued Executive Order No. 4, which effectively 
renamed what was previously called the Malacanang Museum into the Presidential Museum and 
Library (PML) and placed it under the supervision and control of the Presidential Communications 
Development and Strategic Planning Office (PCDSPO). The PML is responsible for preserving, 
managing, and promoting the history and heritage of the Philippine presidency. It is the principal 
historical and artistic repository in support of the institution of the presidency, for the benefit of 
the Republic and the Lilipino people. In partnership with the PCDSPO, which has pioneered the 
publication of the Official Gazette of the Republic of the Philippines as a web archive and information 
website, the PML has taken this mandate and placed it on the cutting edge of the information age. 

Much has been done over the past years, under the administration of President Aquino III, to 
digitize executive issuances, speeches, letters, and other presidential papers; and publish them online. 
The project is not limited to a single administration, nor does it discriminate. This collection, published 
as databases, as well as print and e-publications, includes documents from the presidency of Emilio 
Aguinaldo to the current Aquino administration. This represents the government’s allegiance to 
transparency, continuity, and the fostering of an informed citizenry, as well as an effort, in earnest, to 
preserve the institutional memory of the Presidency. All this was done not just for the posterity, but for 
the current generation and the ongoing task of nation building. 

The PML are proud partners of the Official Gazette and PCDSPO team, to whom we made the 
collections available. We sincerely hope that this series will serve as a vital reference to educators, 
students, journalists, lawyers, historians, and the public at large.

FOREWORD 


This is the first and second volume of President Sergio Osmena’s official papers, which constitutes 
the fourth book of the Messages of the President series. The series was started in 1936 by Executive 
Secretary Jorge B. Vargas, during the first year in office of President Manuel L. Quezon, the first 
President of the Commonwealth of the Philippines. President Osmena-the second President of the 
Commonwealth of the Philippines-assumed office on August 1, 1944, and was President until May 28, 
1946. This volume collects the Official Gazette’s chronicling of the President’s principal activities and 
undertakings. This was called The Official Month in Review, which began in May 1945. This volume 
also contains the records of President Osmena’s presidential appointees. 
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BOOK 4 

PRESIDENT SERGIO OSMENA 


President Sergio Osmena is the second President of the Commonwealth of the Philippines. 
He assumed office after the death of Manuel L. Quezon on August 1, 1944. President Osmena was 
scheduled to assume the presidency of the Commonwealth of the Philippines after Manuel L. Quezon’s 
term and would have assumed office on November 15, 1943. However, the Philippines was occupied 
by the Japanese, and was at war. On November 12, 1943, Joint Resolution No. 95 was passed by 
the United States Congress and was approved by the President of the United States, continuing 
President Quezon’s term for the duration of the war and postponing Osmena’s right to succeed the 
presidency until constitutional processes had been restored in the country. Osmena relinquished his 
right to the presidency to Quezon because under the circumstances, the principal concern and primary 
consideration of the government was to win the war, liberate its people, and establish independence. 
Osmena mentioned this in his speech as Vice President, formally relinquishing his right to the 
presidency. Sergio Osmena was President until May 28, 1946. 

The executive issuances of President Osmena began with Proclamation No. 1-W, signed on 
August 1, 1944, in Washington, D.C. On September 27, 1944, the ‘W’ series was dropped and the 
numbering was changed starting with Executive Order No. 20. His executive issuances ended with 
Proclamation No. 38, signed on May 27, 1948. 

President Osmena’s documents were gathered from its official sources such as the Official Gazette 
of the Philippines; Philippines Magazine; Malacanang Records Office’s Book of Executive Issuances; 
various ephemera, including government booklets; and the MacArthur Archive Collections. 

The American Psychological Association (APA) style was used for the citation. The titles that have 
been provided by the researchers are enclosed in square brackets, considering that the exact wordings 
and its order were not verbatim from the document being described. Book titles are italicized while the 
speech titles are not. If in any case that the book title is the same as the title of the speech, the book title 
should be transcribed in italics.

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PROLOGUE: SERGIO OSMENA 

Proclaimed by the National Assembly in December of 1941; Manuel L. Quezon and Sergio 
Osmena took their oath of office in Corregidor, on December 30, 1941. By then, Sergio Osmena had 
been inducted into the new Cabinet. In Corregidor, they continued to function in exile. From time to 
time, Osmena was acting president in lieu of Manuel L. Quezon in cases of illness for example. 

On November 15, 1943, Manuel L. Quezon and Sergio Osmena were reelected President and 
Vice President. By virtue of 1940 amendments in the Constitution, Manuel L. Quezon was only 
supposed to have served for four years. Sergio Osmena was scheduled to assume the presidency of the 
Commonwealth of the Philippines after President Manuel L. Quezon’s term and would have assumed 
the office on November 15, 1943. However, the Philippines was then occupied by the Japanese, and 
was at war. 

On November 12, 1943, Joint Resolution No. 95 was passed by Congress and was approved by 
the President of the United States, continuing President Manuel L. Quezon’s term for the duration of 
the war and postponing Osmena’s right to succeed the presidency until constitutional processes had 
been restored in the country. Sergio Osmena relinquished the presidency to Manuel L. Quezon because 
under the circumstances, the principal concern and primary consideration of the government was to 
win the war, liberate its people and establish independence.

My dear Mr. Vice President, 

Thank you very much for your letter of June 15th. I share fully your regret that President Quezon 
is temporarily incapacitated, but I realize the good fortune of our people that you are in a position to 
assume his duties for the present until he can be restored to us again in full health and vigor. 

I am very interested in what you tell me about how much it would mean to the Philippine people 
to get some word of our progress and plans leading to their final rescue. I will take the subject up with 
some of our news and information agencies to see if we can devise means of getting news through. You 
and I must discuss that at greater length some time in the near future.

My Countrymen: 

A joint resolution was passed by Congress continuing President Quezon in office for the duration 
of the war. Under this resolution, which has been approved by the President of the United States, my 
right to succeed to the presidency on November 15, 1943, has been postponed until constitutional 
processes shall have been restored in the Philippines. 

Congress acted on this matter upon the request of the Philippine Government in exile and this 
action of the Philippine Government was taken on my own initiative. I owe it to my people who gave 
me their confidence in the last elections to state the reasons for my action. 

If we were in normal times, my duty would be clear and simple: I would have to assume the 
presidency on the 15th of this month as a matter of right. But these are not normal times. Our country 
not only is at war, but also is occupied by the enemy. 

Under these circumstances, our principal concern and primary consideration is to win the war, 
liberate our people from the invaders, and establish the independence of our country. The question 
naturally arises: What is the best thing to do in order to help accomplish these aims? 

It is unnecessary for me to remind you that President Quezon was the head of our government 
at the time of the outbreak of the war and that it was his lot to lead our people by the side of the 
United States. Faithfully and courageously, he has complied with his duty even with his health greatly 
impaired. His voice continues to encourage our people to resist the enemy and to keep faith with the 
United States. It was he who signed for us the Declaration of the United Nations. Due to his efforts the 
Philippines has been given a seat in the Pacific War Council. 

Moreover, those responsible for the prosecution of the war on the part of the United States have 
expressed to me their concern over the possible effect of the change of leadership at this time. They said 
that the enemy would take advantage of President Quezon’s retirement from active leadership by telling 
the Filipinos that President Quezon had withdrawn from the fight and that he was no longer interested 
in this war. They added that the morale of the Filipinos still fighting the enemy in the mountains of 
Luzon, Visayas and Mindanao and receiving inspiration from him might weaken if President Quezon 
retired. Furthermore, they told me that in their opinion, based on recent information from the front, the 
unity of our people in general would be better maintained and secured with the retention of President 
Quezon in office since that would mean that both of us would continue working together. 

The presidential succession therefore ceased to be a domestic matter involving only our own 
interests and desires. Related, as it was, to the war, it became a matter that concerned not ourselves 
alone but also the United States. 

With the redemption of our country uppermost in my mind and with the conviction that this 
objective cannot be achieved without the full support, much less without the leadership, of the United 
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States, I prepared the letter which the Philippine Government approved and sent to Congress. In that 
letter, the matter of the presidential succession was placed before Congress with the request that they 
review the whole situation and take such action as in their wisdom will best serve the interest of the 
Filipino people, their constitutional government and the government of the United States during this 
emergency. 

Congress, after thorough consideration, passed the joint resolution providing for the continuance 
in office of President Quezon for the duration of the war. This resolution expresses the considered 
judgment of the American people. I accept it without reserve and I urge every Filipino, whether in the 
homeland, in continental United States, in Hawaii or anywhere else, to accept this congressional action 
which is intended to safeguard the best interests of the two peoples. 

As for me, I consider it my inescapable duty to continue giving to President Quezon’s leadership 
my utmost support and cooperation so that the Commonwealth Government now in Washington 
may render the greatest service to the Philippines and the Filipinos. It is my desire to assist the 
Commonwealth Government in its endeavor to make every Filipino, wherever he may be, feel that he 
is close to his government which is always solicitous of his interest and welfare. 

Fellow Countrymen: These are critical days for individuals as well as nations. Our sense of 
responsibility as a people and the strength of our national solidarity have once more been tested. We 
have again proved our unity. With this action, we have shown the world that when the freedom of our 
country and the validity of our commitments are at stake, there are no differences among us and selfish 
considerations carry no weight in our decisions.

JOINT RESOLUTION RELATING TO THE TENURE OF OFFICE OF THE PRESENT

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That notwithstanding the provisions of section 5 of article VII of the amended Constitution 
of the Philippines, the present President and Vice President of the Commonwealth of the Philippines 
serving at the time of the introduction of this joint resolution shall continue in their respective offices 
until the President of the United States shall proclaim that constitutional processes and normal 
functions of government shall have been restored in the Philippine Islands. Thereupon, the tenure of 
office of the present President of the Commonwealth shall cease and the Vice President shall become 
President to serve until such time as his successor shall have been elected and qualified according to the 
Constitution and the laws of the Philippines.

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Sergio Osmena assumed the Presidency after the death of President Manuel L. Quezon, who 
suffered from tuberculosis. Osmena referred to Quezon as the “Champion of Freedom in War and in 
Peace” in his August 10, 1944 Inaugural Address delivered at Washington D.C. Sergio Osmena was the 
second President of the Commonwealth Government; he assumed office on August 1, 1944 and was 
president until May 28, 1946.

of 

His Excellency Sergio Osmena 

President of the Philippines 
To the Cabinet-in-exile 

[Delivered at Washington D.C., on August 10, 1944] 

Gentlemen of the Cabinet: 

Nine days ago when I performed the painful duty of announcing the passing of our beloved 
leader, President Manuel L. Quezon, I said, in part: 

“President Quezon’s death is a great loss to the freedom loving world. No 
champion of liberty fought for such a noble cause with more determination 
and against greater odds. His whole life was dedicated to the achievement of 
his people’s freedom, and it is one of the sad paradoxes of fate that with forces 
of victory fast approaching the Philippines, he should pass away now and be 
deprived of seeing the culmination of his labors — the freedom of his people.” 

President Quezon was a champion of freedom in war and in peace. The plains and hills of Bataan 
where the brave Filipino and American soldiers faced with heroism the overwhelming power of the 
Japanese invader were also his field of action during the Revolutionary Days. The city of Washington 
where his body temporarily rests was the scene of his early appeals and peaceful efforts for Philippine 
freedom. It was here, almost 30 years ago, where he secured from Congress the promise of independence 
which is contained in the preamble of the Jones Law. Here, again, 18 years later, he succeeded in 
obtaining the passage of the Tydings-McDuffie Act — a reenactment with some slight amendments of 
the Hare-Hawes-Cutting Law which was rejected previously by the Philippine Legislature. Pursuant 
to the provisions of the Tydings-McDuffie Law, which was accepted by the Filipino people, we drafted 
our Constitution and established the present Commonwealth of the Philippines, and elected Manuel L. 
Quezon as its first President. 

When the war came and it became necessary to evacuate Manila, President Quezon, frail and sick 
as he was, moved with his Cabinet to Corregidor where he shared with the soldiers the rigors of the 
tunnel life and from there braved the hazards of a perilous journey to the Visayas, Mindanao, Australia 
and America, in order to continue the fight for the freedom of his people. Here, in Washington, with 
his War Cabinet, he functioned as the legitimate Government of the Filipino people and served as the 
symbol of their redemption. 

It was largely through his untiring efforts that the Philippines was made a member of the United 
Nations and accorded a seat in the Pacific War Council. It was through his initiative that negotiations 
were held, resulting in the introduction of Senate Joint Resolutions 93 and 94. By the terms of Senate 
Joint Resolution 93; the advancement of the date of the independence prior to July 4, 1946, was 
authorized and the pledge given to the Filipino people by President Roosevelt in 1941 — that Philippine 
independence will not only be established but also protected — was sanctioned by Congress. His efforts 
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to secure the rehabilitation of the Philippines from the ravages of war resulted in the enactment of 
Congress of Senate Joint Resolution 94 which provides for the physical and economic rehabilitation 
of the Philippines. Even before Congress definitely acted on this resolution, he had already created 
the Postwar Planning Board, entrusting it, together with his Cabinet, with the task of making studies 
and submitting recommendations looking toward the formulation of a comprehensive rehabilitation 
program for the Philippines. 

In the last few moments before his martyrdom, the great Rizal lamented that he would not be 
able to see the dawn of freedom break over his beloved country, but he prophesied that his countrymen 
would see that day. “I have sown the seeds,” he said, “others are left to reap.” Quezon, more fortunate 
than Rizal, died with the comforting thought that the freedom of the Philippines was already an 
incontestable reality, awaiting only the certain defeat of the enemy for its full expression. 

The immediate duty, then, of those of us who, under the mandate of the Constitution and the 
laws of the Philippines, are charged with the mission of continuing President Quezon’s work, is to 
follow the course he has laid, to maintain and strengthen our partnership with America, and to march 
forward with the United Nations with unwavering faith and resolute determination until complete 
victory is won. 

The tide of the war which rose high against us in the early stages of the struggle has turned in 
our favor. The forces of victory are on the march everywhere — in Europe, in India, and China, and 
in the Pacific. Normandy and Britanny have been occupied by the Anglo-American forces. Poland 
is half reconquered by our great Russian ally. Two-thirds of the Italian peninsula are in our hands, 
while thousands and thousands of planes continue to batter and destroy German communication and 
production centers, bringing the war to the German homeland. 

In the Pacific, the progress of the war has been equally impressive. Most of the Japanese 
strongholds in the Bismarck archipelago, in New Guinea, in the Gilberts and in the Marshalls, have 
fallen. The Japanese bastion of Saipan is in Allied hands; so is Tinian. The reconquest of Guam is 
almost completed. B-29’s, the American super fortresses, are already penetrating the Japanese inner 
defenses, causing destruction in the enemy’s vital centers of production. Gen. MacArthur’s forces are 
hammering the enemy’s outposts only 250 miles from the Philippines; while the United States Navy, 
maintaining mastery in the central Pacific, is relentlessly attacking Palau, Yap, Ponape and the Bonin 
Islands, in its steady advance toward the Philippines, China and Japan. 

The size and strength of the Allied landings in Europe, supported by thousands of planes and using 
thousands of ships, surpasses the immigration. It is no wonder that before them the most formidable 
defenses of the enemy are crumbling. I believe that when our D-Day comes the same pattern will be 
followed, and the mighty Allied forces will join our brave loyal countrymen in an epic victory. 

But the forces of freedom will not land in the Philippines with guns and tanks alone. They will 
also bring with them food, medical supplies and clothing which are so much needed by our suffering 
people. 30,000,000 pesos has already been set aside for the requisition of these supplies which will be 
sent to the front as soon as possible for distribution to our civilian population. As the war progresses 
and as more troops are landed in the Philippines, increasing quantities of these supplies will be made 
available. Philippine relief will be prompt and adequate. 

As Philippine territory is wrested from the enemy, civil government will promptly follow military 
occupation so that the orderly processes of self-government may be established under the Constitution 
Red Cross units, both Filipino and American, will follow the armies of freedom to help alleviate the 
sufferings of the people. Hospitals, health and puericulture centers will be reestablished. All the schools 
in operation before the war will be reopened in order to resume an education of patriotism, democracy 
and humanitarianism. 
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The veterans of our wars for independence, and all those who supported our struggle for 
freedom, will receive for their labors and sacrifices the full recognition expected of a grateful nation. 
War widows and orphans will be provided for. Ample compensation will be made for the destruction 
of public and private properties. Roads and bridges destroyed by the enemy will be rebuilt. Disrupted 
communications by land, sea and air, will be repaired and improved. Towns and cities which either 
were destroyed or suffered damages because of the war will be reconstructed under a systematic and 
scientific town planning program. In this program, the towns of Bataan and Zambales will receive 
preferential attention. Bataan, the historic battleground where our brave soldiers, Americans and 
Filipinos, faced the enemy until death, will be made a national shrine. 

In providing for the reconstruction of our industries and the rehabilitation of our agriculture, 
immediate attention will be given to factory workers and farm hands throughout the Philippines, and 
full and generous assistance will be given to the small farmers who, because of the war, have lost their 
nipa hut, their work animals and farm implements. 

We are making preparations to meet the manifold problems arising from the closing and 
insolvency of our banks, insurance and credit institutions, the adulteration of our currency with 
unsound enemy issues, the impairment of the basis of taxation and the initial difficulty of tax collection. 
Moreover, we are formulating a long-range economic program with a view to securing that sound 
economic foundation which will give our independence stability and permanence. 

In the gigantic task of rehabilitation and reconstruction, we are assured of America’s full assistance 
and support. The joint Filipino- American Rehabilitation Commission is under the chairmanship of 
a staunch friend of the Filipino people, Senator Tydings of Maryland. To it is entrusted the task of 
studying and recommending to the United States and Philippine Governments measures calculated to 
secure the complete physical and economic rehabilitation of the Philippines and the reestablishment as 
soon as possible of such commercial relations between the two countries as will assure us a reasonable 
level of public and private property. 

In the preparation and execution of the Filipino rehabilitation program, America’s support and 
assistance are essential. But there are responsibilities which we as people must undertake ourselves, and 
which can be assumed only if we are faithful to our ideals, principles and commitments. 

We are a Christian people and the faith that we imbibed sprang from our contacts with nations 
of Occidental civilization. We embraced Christianity a century before the Pilgrim Fathers landed at 
Plymouth. For more than 400 years we have kept that faith. We cannot now turn back and be a pagan 
people. 

For centuries we have been a law-abiding people. We believe in and practise democracy. That 
is the reason why Section III, Article II of our Constitution provides that we renounce war as an 
instrument of national policy and adopt the generally accepted principles of international law as part 
of the law of the nation. It is repugnant to our Christian traditions and democratic ideals to be the 
satellite of a conquering power or to be allied with the masters of brute force, whether in Asia, Europe 
or elsewhere. 

The mutual relationship between the American and Filipino peoples for half a century has revealed 
to the Filipinos the high ideals of the American nation and the good faith that has always animated 
the United States in its dealings with us. Out of this association have arisen mutual understanding 
and continuous cooperation between the two countries, resulting in great national progress for the 
Philippine progress that is without parallel in history. In the Epic of Bataan, where the American and 
Filipino soldiers fought together, the enduring friendship of our two peoples was sealed. 

In this war between a free world and a slave world, the Philippines has freely and voluntarily 
taken side with the defenders of liberty and democracy. In the same manner as the enemy is resorting 
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to every means to attain his evil ends, the United Nations are exerting their utmost to achieve complete 
victory. Pledged in this war to the finish, we will continue doing our best to help the war effort. Every 
commitment made by us in this respect will be fulfilled. 

The Filipino people, with their wisdom in peace and gallantry in war, have established their right 
to take place in the family of nations as a full and sovereign member. We cannot renounce this right 
nor its obligations and responsibilities. We shall, as a free and self-respecting nation, fulfill our duties 
not only to ourselves but also to the entire freedom-loving world by participating in the establishment 
and preservation of a just peace for the benefit of mankind. 

Our path of duty is clear. It is the path of national honor, dignity and responsibility. It was laid out 
for us by the great heroes of our race — Rizal, Bonifacio and Quezon. We shall move forward steadily 
to reach our goal, maintaining our faith in the United States and fully cooperating with her. 

In the fulfillment of my duties as President of the Philippines, I ask in all humility and in all 
earnestness the cooperation of all my countrymen in the United States, Hawaii, in the homeland and 
elsewhere in the world. With their full and unstinted cooperation and support, and God helping me, I 
shall not fail.

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Senators Manuel Roxas, Elpidio Quirino and their allies called for an early national election soon 
after the restoration of the authority of Commonwealth Government in February of 1945 in order to 
choose the President and Vice President of the Philippines and members of the Congress. On January 5, 
1946, President Sergio Osmena approved the Commonwealth Act No. 725 which was enacted by the 
Congress, setting April 23, 1946 as the date of the national election. 

Candidates for the different national elective positions were presented by their respective parties. 
The Partido Modernista chose Hilario Camino Moncado and Luis Salvador as their candidates for 
President and Vice President respectively, the Nacionalista Party was divided into two wings, Manuel 
Roxas and Elpidio Qurino were the candidates of the Liberal Wing while the Conservative Wing chose 
Sergio Osmena and Eulogio Rodriguez for the same position.

PUBLIC LAWS-CH. 576-DEC. 14, 1945 
[CHAPTER 576] 

JOINT RESOLUTION 

To provide for national elections in the Philippine Islands. 

Whereas the interruption of constitutional processes of government in the 
Philippine Islands due to enemy occupation has prevented the holding of elections 
in 1943 and 1945 as provided by the constitution of the Philippines; and 

Whereas the term of office of the President of the Philippines has been 
continued by the joint resolution of November 12, 1943 (57 Stat. 590), until such 
time as a successor has been elected and qualified; and 

Whereas the Philippine Congress under the terms of the constitution of the 
Philippines cannot convene after December 30, 1945, because the terms of office 
of Members of the House of Representatives and of two-thirds of the Members of 
the Philippine Senate will have expired on that date; and 

Whereas the liberation of the Philippines and the restoration of 
constitutional processes of democracy in the Commonwealth now permit the 
holding of an election in the immediate future; and 

Whereas the members of the electoral commission responsible for the conduct 
of the elections have already been appointed by the Commonwealth government in 
accordance with the constitution and laws of the Commonwealth; and 

Whereas the Constitution of the Commonwealth of the Philippines makes 
no provision for the emergency in which elections though of vital necessity cannot 
be held at the regularly scheduled time; and 

Whereas it is the desire of the United States to fulfill her pledge to prepare 
the Philippines for independence and to make possible that grant of independence 
in accordance with existing law: Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That elections shall be held for national elective 
offices under the Commonwealth of the Philippines not later than April 30, 1946. The 
present Philippine Congress shall fix the date tor such elections, and the date fixed 
shall not be subsequent to April 30, 1946. Should the present Philippine Congress 
fail to fix such date, then April 30, 1946, is hereby fixed as the date elections shall be 
held for national elective offices under the Commonwealth of the Philippines. 

SEC. 2. The President and Vice President then elected, the Senators then 
elected (who shall be all but those then in office whose terms continue until 
December 30, 1947), and the Members of the House of Representatives shall take 
office, and the elected Philippine Congress shall convene in regular session not 
later than May 28, 1946. The present Philippine Congress shall fix the date or 
dates for the assumption of office and for the convening of the elected Philippine 
Congress in regular session, and the date or dates fixed shall not be subsequent 
to May 28, 1946. Should the present Philippine Congress fail to fix such date or 
dates, then May 28, 1946, is hereby fixed as the date for assumption of office and 
the convening of the elected Philippine Congress in regular session. 
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SEC. 3. The terms of office of the President, Vice President, and 
Representatives then elected shall expire on the date which would have been 
the case had they assumed office on December 30, 1945. The terms of office 
of eight of the Senators elected at such elections shall expire on the date which 
would have been the case had they assumed office on December 30, 1945; and 
the terms of eight Senators then elected shall expire on the date which would 
have been the case had they assumed office on December 30, 1943. Division 
of the Senators elected at such elections into these two classes shall be made 
in accordance with the constitution and laws of the Commonwealth of the 
Philippines. The term of any Senator then elected to fill a vacancy in a term 
expiring on December 30, 1949, shall expire on that date. 

SEC. 4. The manner of holding such elections shall be as provided by the 
constitution and laws of the Commonwealth of the Philippines.

Osmena and Rodriguez Chosen to Face Team Of Roxas and Quirino 
Nominates 1 6 Candidates For Senators; Romero Conservative Wing 
Of Nacionalista Party Refutes Attacks On Present Administration 

The Osmena wing of the Nacionalista party at its national convention yesterday in Ciro Club, 
Santa Mesa, nominated President Sergio Osmena and Senator Eulogio Rodriguez as the party standard 
bearers in the coming election. 

The Osmena-Rodriguez team will face the Roxas-Quirino combination of the liberal wing in the 
last national election under the Commonwealth to elect the first president and vice-president of the 
Philippine Republic. 

Five hundred delegates of the Osmena faction of the Nacionalista party attended the convention 
which opened at 10:15 a.m. and lasted until nearly 8 p.m. Nominated also were 16 candidates for 
senators. 

The convention opened auspiciously as former Gov. Vicente Formoso called the delegates to order. 

After the election of Judge Jose O. Vera as permanent chairman of the convention, and 
Gov. Formoso as secretary, Congressman Jose Romero of Negros Oriental delivered the keynote 
speech. 

Romero, replying to the attacks made in some quarters, stated that President Osmena and 
his administration have not had enough time to rehabilitate the country. He said also that the 
administration did not have an absolutely free hand in undertaking this task, since the U.S. Army had 
to be consulted on many delicate matters. 

There have been many difficulties in the preparation for independence as well as in the 
rehabilitation of the country, so that one year is not enough time to solve all these problems, Romero 
said. 

Romero then launched an attack on the liberal wing headed by Senate President Roxas for 
impeding the rehabilitation work. He said that instead of lending a hand in the rebuilding of the 
country and in solving social, economic and other problems, Roxas has sabotaged the administration. 

Romero specially charged the Roxas crowd with dividing the Nacionalista party, misrepresenting 
the facts of government reconstruction work to the people, favoring anti-alien legislation, putting 
obstacles to the rehabilitation measures in the Philippine Congress. 

Training his guns on Senate President Roxas, Romero declared the Osmena political opponent 
suffers from a “Messiah complex.” He caustically reminded the convention of the Bagong Katipunan 
which Mr. Roxas founded, and asked where that organization is now. 

After the appointment of committees and short speeches of several women in the delegation, the 
11-page party platform was read by Gov. Vicente del Rosario of Batangas. When the call for approval 
of the party platform was issued, numerous delegates proposed amendments and insertions. 

Among the last minute change in the original platform were the redemption of the guerrilla notes; 
the insertions of the phrase “freedom of the press” in the platform guaranteeing freedoms; the inclusion 
of benefits for home-guards during the resistance movement; the inclusion of lower public utility rates 
in the platform for lower cost of living, including food and clothing. 

With these revisions, which were all accepted by the committee, the party platform was adopted 
at 3:30 p.m. 
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Following a short recess, nominations began at 3:45 p.m. Senator Carlos P. Garcia of Bohol 
nominated President Osmena for president, and delivered a 45-minute speech. Garcia extolled 
Mr. Osmena as a statesman and politician with 40 years of public service. “Osmena’s public career is 
a Mississippi of achievements,” Garcia said, adding that his prestige is grounded “like the peak of the 
Himalaya and his conscience clear like the blue sky above it.” 

Among those who seconded and spoke for Osmena’s candidacy were Congresswoman Elisa R. 
Ochoa of Agusan, Gov. Gerardo Limlingan of Pampanga, Mrs. Pura Villanueva Kalaw, Gov. Patricio 
Confesor of Iloilo, Gov. Alejo Santos of Bulacan, Gov. Sofronio Quimson of Pangasinan, Pastor de 
Guzman of Ilocos Norte, Gov. Natalio Enriquez of Tayabas, Mayor Cabigon of Davao, Rafael 
Tombukon of Capiz, and Miss Piedad Montenegro of Manila. 

Senator Rodriguez was nominated by Congressman Cipriano Primicias of Pangasinan as 
Mr. Osmena’s running mate. Primicias introduced Rodriguez as the “Winston Churchill of the 
Philippines.” 

The choice of Senator Rodriguez, recognized leader of Rizal for years, was well received. His 
influence extends beyond the boundaries of his province. 

His rise in public service from a “lowly zacatero” to senator and cabinet man in the past is taken 
as a tribute to his ability, personality and stainless record as a public servant. 

When he was recently accused of having sold his rice to the Japs, many people went to his house 
to protest the slur. They said that they knew that not only did he not cooperate with the Japs who had 
him at Fort Santiago together with his son, the Rizal governor, but also that he did not sell his rice at 
exorbitant prices. He gave it to friends and guerrillas. 

The conservative party platform includes rehabilitation and reconstruction, with emphasis on the 
development of small industries, development of interisland shipping, transportation, electric power 
and natural resources. 

Other points envisaged in the 11 -page program are maintenance of peace and order; universal 
education, reorganization of the government for greater efficiency, weeding out of unnecessary 
employees; maintenance of a well-trained and well-equipped army with navy and air force; extending 
of benefits to war widows, orphans and veterans; independence in July, this year; independence of the 
judiciary and other constitutional processes; industrialization on a wide scale, and freedom of religion, 
freedom of the press, freedom of speech, freedom from want, freedom and fear and other freedoms. 

A committee headed by Secretary Alfredo Montelibano was appointed to notify President Osmena 
at Malacanan of his nomination as candidate for president. At 6 p.m. the notification committee left to 
fetch President Osmena. 

The convention authorized the nominating committee for senators chairmanned by Senator 
Rodriguez to enter into an agreement with the minority parties on a coalition of candidates. 

Rodriguez said his committee is presently in negotiation with some minority parties, presumably 
the Democratic Alliance and the Frente Popular. He said that two senators each may be given to the 
two minority groups out of the 17 that will be open for the electoral contest. This will include the seat 
of Rodriguez as senator. He was nominated candidate for vice-president of the Nacionalista party.

Osmenistas Set Lor Convention 

The conservative wing of the Nacionalista party headed by President Osmena will hold its 
national convention today, beginning at 9 a.m., at Ciro Club, Sociego street, Santa Mesa, to nominate 
the candidates for president, vice-president and 16 senators. 

Some 500 delegates, representing the 98 congressional districts of the Philippines will gather 
at this convention. Congressman Jose Romero of Oriental Negros will be the party keynoter. In his 
address at today’s convention, Romero, once an advocate of re-examination, will voice the party’s 
stand for independence on July 4, 1946. 

It is a foregone conclusion that President Osmena will be unanimously acclaimed by this 
convention as the conservative wing’s standard bearer to oppose Senate President Roxas in the 
presidential race. 

Up to late last night, the Osmena political leaders were still at their wit’s end as to the party’s vice- 
presidential bet. A long caucus of the “inner circle” of the party held in Malacanan yesterday morning 
failed to arrive at any decision on the running mate of President Osmena. 

The same group, reinforced by a few more leaders from the provinces resumed the caucus in the 
same place in the afternoon, lasting until evening, without any decision. President Osmena presided 
over both the morning and the evening meetings. Early in the evening yesterday, the problem facing 
the partymen choosing the vice-presidential candidate narrowed down to three men: Senator Eulogio 
Rodriguez, Brig. Gen. Carlos P. Romulo, and Judge Jose O. Vera. 

As soon as the permanent chairman and secretary of the convention are elected this morning, the 
whole conclave will read a pledge of service to the party. 

The assembly will then get down to the routine of appointing committees, approving resolutions, 
nominations, and speech-making. 

The convention will close with the acceptance speech of President Osmena as the standard bearer 
of the party in the April elections.

New Deal For 
“Tao” Pledged 

Accepting “in all humility” his nomination as official candidate of the Nacionalista party in 
convention yesterday, President Osmena pledged himself squarely behind the platform of the majority 
party as it was adopted. 

A new deal for the masses, the backbone of the nation, was pledged. The President promised to 
cast aside “backward economic practice” in the Philippines which makes the rich richer and the poor 
poorer. 

The platform stressed the importance of proceeding with the program of independence on July 4, 
1946, full and speedy reward to the war veterans, guerillas, war widows and their orphans and the 
loyal citizens who have been victimized by the enemy, restoration of peace and order, rehabilitation 
and broadening of the program of industrialization, creation of new industries and a new deal for the 
masses. 

The President said on the question of independence that “it is a closed issue, definitely resolved 
with great honor to both the United States and the Philippines.” 

On the question of peace and order, President Osmena said its restoration is a condition precedent 
to speedy rehabilitation but pointed out that “after the chaos and disorder that prevailed in the country 
during the war, we cannot expect an immediate return to the even tenor of our prewar days.” 

He expressed the confidence that being a peace loving people, the Filipinos are ready to give 
their full cooperation to the government that seeks to restore order as an essential requirement for the 
resumption of normal life. 

On the much discussed question of collaboration, the Chief Executive expressed confidence 
that the machinery which has been set up for the handling of cases of collaboration will perform the 
functions “with competence and dignity” and that every one involved in such cases will be treated with 
justice and impartiality. 

He voiced his desire to see the reestablishment of the farms for the production of food in sufficient 
quantities for domestic requirements as well as export crops to increase the Filipino people’s buying 
power of commodities essential to their everyday life. 

On the question of the division of crops, the President said, “I am determined to bring about a 
more equitable sharing of the crop between tenant and landlord as a basic condition for the ultimate 
liquidation of a backward economic practice in the Philippines.” 

President Osmena proposed to foster foreign trade by encouraging the Filipinos to enter the 
field of international trade. For this purpose, he pledged to support the establishment of a Philippine 
merchant marine “that will assure the movement of our domestic products in the markets of the 
world.” Manila, according to him, will be declared an open port with the aim in view of implementing 
a plan to make Manila the distributing center in the Far East. 

The President stated that the Philippines will have to lean heavily on the United States for its 
economic rehabilitation since the proceeds from taxes will be inadequate. “Fortunately,” he explained, 
“the help which the Philippines will receive from the United States will be considerable.” 

“We should always be grateful for the work of the Army, our guerrillas, our volunteer guards, our 
bolo battalions, and all other components of our resistance movement,” the President remarked. “They 
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rose as one man under the inspiration of President Roosevelt, the encouragement of President Quezon 
and the military leadership of General MacArthur. 

“The defenders of Bataan and Corregidor, and the men who cracked the enemy lines at Ipo Dam 
and Kiangan, and scaled the heights of Villa Verde trail, will forever live in our hearts as true models of 
valor and patriotism. It shall be constant endeavor to see to it that they shall be rewarded adequately 
for the sacrifices they made to bring about the liberation of our country. 

“I am confident that their just claims for recognition and compensation will be recognized by 
the United States government and I pledge the resources of the Philippine government to make such 
amends as may become necessary in the interest of fairness and equity.” 

He said further: “I have made representations to the Government of the United States, through 
some outstanding officials, for the redemption of notes which were issued in different parts of the 
country under proper authority. We have every reason to believe that the American government in due 
time will redeem these notes. But that is not enough. I shall work for “the grant of pensions and other 
benefits to veterans. It is my desire to express in tangible terms our feeling of gratitude to all of them.” 
President Osmena took time to point out the peculiar position of the Commonwealth government 
in the international field. He said that even before the actual grant of independence the Islands as a 
member of the United Nations has been “launched in the field of foreign relations.” 

“This is but the fulfillment of the words of President Franklin D. Roosevelt whom he quotes as 
having said: “The United States, in practice, regards your lawful government as having the same status 
as the governments of other independent nations.” 

The President likewise paused to pay high tribute to the late American President and the late 
President Manuel L. Quezon asserting that “the Philippine Republic shall be a living monument to the 
hallowed memory of these two great champions of human freedom.” 

He concluded his speech with an appeal to the youth of the land “at this critical hour.” 

“We are not building for my generation alone. We are building principally for yours and the 
generations to come and we need the enthusiasm, the imagination and the courage of the young. We 
shall need your vision of a better Philippines and a better world. It is for you too, the youth of the land, 
to help remake our country. You must labor hard to shape it into the sort of a country that will give 
future generations of Filipinos a better and fuller life than your elders have known.”

If the campaign has been a bitter one, it was not I who made it so, I have added no fuel to the fires 
of factiousness. I have tried to set an example of silent, uncomplaining, unremitting work. And for that 
reason there have been those who said I was bed-ridden, ill, too weak even to talk! 

I must admit that certain things have truly sickened my heart — the appalling havoc wrought by 
the enemy in our cities and towns, the devastation of our countryside, the death of so many of our 
best men in the resistance movement, the loss of our late beloved President Quezon. There was also 
the sorrow of the unexpected division among our people at this time when unity was so desperately 
needed. 

And so I am here before you, to see me, to listen to me. Probably my hair is grayer than it was a 
year ago, but I assure you that this was not because of worry about the elections, but rather because 
of my grave responsibilities and preoccupations concerning our country, so rashly imperiled by the big 
ambitions of small men. 

I have not come to you to promise you the moon. ... It would be dishonest for me to vie with 
those who have promised you more than any man, even the chief executive of a country, could not 
carry out. It would be childish of you to believe me if I made any such false and empty promises. 

I promise this, and also that we shall remain the friends and allies of America — that great and 
most enlightened nation of all time, to which we owe our liberties, our very lives. 

I promise to stand by the Common Man of the land, to dedicate my energies to the betterment of 
his lot, so that he may enjoy that other freedom the late great President Roosevelt called the freedom 
from want. 

I call on every citizen to think straight and to realize what his vote will mean, both here and 
abroad.

AN APPEAL FOR UNDERSTANDING AND 
COOPERATION 


My election to the presidency of the Philippines was virtually conceded by my opponents late this 
afternoon. The nation gave me and the candidates of my party an overwhelming majority. Our full 
senatorial ticket and a large majority of our congressional candidates have won. We received a clear 
mandate to strengthen democracy and constitutional government, uphold individual rights, maintain 
peace and order, promote the welfare of the common masses, and bring about as rapidly as possible 
the social and economic rehabilitation and reconstruction of the Philippines. With the cooperation and 
material assistance of America, I am confident that my administration will successfully discharge the 
responsibility which I have assumed with my victory at the polls. 

Some of my opponents have charged me with having collaborated with the enemy during the 
Japanese occupation. These charges have been completely and unequivocally repudiated by the Filipino 
people who were here and in the best position to know the significance of my actions. I, therefore, 
consider myself completely cleared of all taint of collaboration. My loyalty to my country and to the 
United States is today fully vindicated by the highest and fairest tribunal that can pass upon such 
matters. Had there been any semblance of truth to these charges, the Filipino people would have 
completely rejected us. 

Now the boards are clear. I will assume office on the 28th day of May and, beginning on that 
day, the Filipino people will roll up their sleeves and go to work. We will “set our house in order” in 
preparation for the proclamation of our independence which will take place on July 4 of this year. 

My party is the Liberal Party in the Philippines. It believes in genuine liberalism, proclaiming 
individual liberty and the welfare of the common masses as a primary objective of government. It 
abhors privilege and will promote equal opportunities for all. 

During the campaign I openly advocated close and intimate cooperation with the foreign policy 
of the United States in the Orient. I shall abide by this commitment to the letter because I am convinced 
of the sincerity of the United States in the promotion of world peace and of the freedom and economic 
security of all the nations of the world. 

Realizing the need of the Philippines for the promotion of productive and other economic 
enterprises as soon as possible, I shall welcome the assistance of American capital for the development 
of our resources. My administration will maintain stable political and economic conditions to safeguard 
investments. I believe that the reconstruction of the Philippine economy, so urgently necessary in order 
to provide employment to millions of our people and to raise their standards of living, can only be 
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more rapidly accomplished in this manner. I am confident that American capital jointly with Filipino 
capital will find attractive opportunities in the Philippines. 

Our problems are great and difficult. Our time is short. The Philippine experiment is of 
tremendous importance to the fate of nations struggling for freedom. It must not fail. America cannot 
afford to allow it to fail. I appeal for American understanding of our difficulties and for the willing and 
sustained cooperation of the American Government.

“WE MUST GET BACK TO WORK 
AND WORK HARD” 

MY FRIENDS AND FELLOW CITIZENS: 

Now that the elections are over, I am very happy for this opportunity to have a brief chat with 
you. I am, of course, very much gratified over the result of the elections. The Liberal Party has won 
a decisive victory. I have been elected President by a majority of over two hundred thousand votes. 
Senator Quirino has also won the Vice-Presidency by around one hundred thousand majority. 

While the total votes for senators have not as yet been completely tabulated, I believe that 
we have carried our whole senatorial ticket and a large majority of our candidates for the House 
of Representatives. In the new Congress there will be about four senators and a little over thirty 
representatives constituting the opposition. I must confess that I am sorry some of our candidates for 
Congress have been defeated. This result, however, will prove beneficial to the country because it will 
create a substantial opposition party in the Congress. 

We are not going to assume office until the 28th of May. Meantime, I shall devote my efforts to 
the formation of my Cabinet and the formulation of a program of action dealing with the most urgent 
and vital problems facing our nation. 

We have just recently emerged from a bitter and destructive war. You know as well as I do that 
our country has been seriously devastated. Tens of thousands of homes have been laid waste; our 
system of production and distribution has been disrupted. 

Our social and economic problems are tremendous. We must create jobs and opportunities for 
work in order that the masses of our population might have sufficient income for a decent livelihood. 
We must rebuild our industries, activate our farms, establish new factories and, in every way, increase 
production of goods to coyer our domestic requirements and our exports to pay for the things that we 
need from abroad. 

The work of rehabilitation and reconstruction will be started without delay. I shall even now try 
to reach an agreement with the United States Government concerning the Rehabilitation Acts recently 
passed by the United States Congress. I shall immediately take up with the Office of the United States 
High Commissioner the details of agreements and other requirements provided by these laws so that I 
may be ready as soon as I am inaugurated and the new Congress convenes, to expedite official action 
on such measures. 

But you must not have the impression that our economic and social rehabilitation can be achieved 
merely by the approval of the Rehabilitation Acts or by the inauguration of my administration. The 
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assistance derived from America will merely give us the means or part of the means which we need to 
effectuate our economic reconstruction. 

The actual work must be done by ourselves. You cannot expect everything from the Government; 
the Government alone cannot create the wealth needed for the sustenance of the whole nation. This 
duty devolves upon all our people for their individual welfare and our national prosperity. 

In this task we need patience and forbearance; we need foresight and readiness to undergo 
sacrifices for the common aim. We must obviate as much as possible unnecessary social conflicts and 
sincerely endeavor to bring about a settlement of differences in a manner that may not be harmful 
to the progress of the work that is to be done. Labor, including farm tenants, will find a friend and a 
champion in my administration — their just and reasonable claims will be upheld; justice will be done 
to them. 

On the other hand, we must recognize that capital is essential to economic enterprise. Without 
investments labor could not be employed. I offer to capital every assurance of fair and just treatment, 
political stability and the security guaranteed by our Constitution and our laws. We must give to 
new investments every reasonable encouragement and assistance. Our tax laws will be revised. My 
administration will not indulge in punitive measures against successful enterprise. 

I realize that the war and its aftermath since our liberation has upset many of our standards 
and even our ways of life. Many of our people are expecting that the Government will solve their 
individual problems for them without themselves making any effort in their own behalf. That is a 
mistake. All that I could do is to guarantee to every individual an economic opportunity and provide 
him with reasonably satisfactory conditions under which he can pursue his own welfare and happiness. 

We must get back to work and work hard. That is essential. Every individual must strive to earn 
a living and thus acquire purchasing power. On my part I shall endeavor to minimize the effects of 
inflation and lower living costs. As we proceed on this program we shall gradually readjust salaries and 
wages so as to secure for all those who work an income sufficient for a decent livelihood. 

We will meet difficulties at the beginning because while individual income remains low, we 
have to meet the problem of a high cost of living. I will do my best to remedy this problem without 
unnecessary delay. The most effective way of lowering prices is to increase production. This will depend 
mainly upon your willingness to work. Do not expect doles or continued distribution of relief from 
the Government. Such remedies are merely palliatives and temporary. They will not cure our ailment. 
Besides, your Government will not have the funds needed for such large outlays. The only effective and 
permanent remedy is work, productive work. 

In order to carry out this program of rehabilitation and social improvement, it is necessary 
that the Government succeed in strengthening the confidence of the people in the rectitude of their 
Government and infusing in their hearts and minds a wholesome respect for law and the constituted 
authorities. We must restore peace and order in every community and guarantee the security of person 
and property. Without such conditions, social progress is impossible. 

The Constitution imposes upon the Chief Executive the responsibility of maintaining a reign 
of law. I shall discharge that responsibility promptly and effectively. I shall do it with sympathetic 
understanding and in the kindliest way possible. I shall proceed slowly. I shall plead for sanity and 
willing submission to law and government authority. I will try to persuade those who are in error to 
abandon subversive practices. I shall patiently hear every complaint against the existing social order 
and earnestly bend my every effort in eradicating injustice and in bringing about an improvement of 
conditions among the socially submerged groups of our population. I shall convince everyone who 
may have just grievances that I am his best friend and that he can rely upon my administration to help 
him obtain a quick and effective redress of such grievances. 
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I hope and pray that my efforts in this respect will arouse a sense of popular self-discipline and 
social responsibility among all our people. I hope and pray that I may be spared the need of using the 
full authority of the Government to bring recalcitrant elements within the folds of the law and justice. 

Although the election campaign has been hard and, in many respects, bitter, I assure you that I 
hold no grudge against any party, group or individual. When I assume office I shall regard myself not 
as the head of a party but as the Chief Executive of the whole nation duty-bound to safeguard and 
promote the well-being of all my countrymen. 

There will be no vindictiveness in my policies or actions. No public official or private individual 
need have any misgivings as to my attitude towards them, whether they were for me or against me in 
the last campaign. Whether they were for me or against me is now of no importance, provided they 
acted in accordance with the law and in the free exercise of their individual freedom. 

There will be no purges of any sort. Officials and employees who performed their duties efficiently 
and in conformity with the law will be retained in office. Those who violated their trust, whether they 
were for me or against me, will be dealt with in accordance with our laws. I request all officials and 
employees to carry on, discharge their duties honestly, without fear that they will be punished because 
of their political affiliations. Those who have been dishonest, the grafters and profiteers, will be called 
upon to answer for their actions before the proper authorities. I feel great reluctance to do this for 
I would like to forget all such unhappy incidents, but my oath to the Constitution and my duty to 
maintain the supremacy of our laws will give me no choice. I am sure that you expect no less from 
your Government. 

I wish to avail myself of this opportunity to express my deep appreciation to every man and 
woman who have helped me win the elections. I shall repay them by carrying out our commitments 
in the Platform of the Liberal Party, and by maintaining an honest, efficient and truly democratic 
administration. 


NOTE. — This address, which was in effect his first on the state of the nation made directly to 
the people, jolted us back into the realization that the condition in which the last war left us could be 
improved only by labor, our own labor. Up to that time, many of us did not think of doing anything; 
many were waiting for backpay and other hand-out benefits,; while others, lulled by the promises and 
generalities of campaign speeches, were expecting that the Government was to take care of everything.

Today, I relinquish the helm to my worthy successor, President Manuel Roxas. I do this with 
genuine cheer in my heart as only a friend can feel for a friend. I congratulate him and sincerely wish 
him all success.

OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 


In the Commonwealth period, there were attempts to maintain a chronicle of the Presidents’ 
official affairs, i.e., their principal activities and undertakings. The first instance can be found in 
Philippine Magazine, which chronicled President Manuel L. Quezon’s activities from November 1935 
to June 1941 under its News Summary section. This was so because A. V. H. Hartendorp, the editor of 
Philippine Magazine, became President Quezon’s media adviser during the Commonwealth. 

The Official Gazette began recording the President’s activities with Vol. 40, No. 1 (July 1941) 
until Vol. 40, No. 26 (December 1941). With the outbreak of the War and the government going into 
exile, the Official Gazette ceased publication, with the exception of the May 1943 issue published in 
the United States. The activities of President Quezon, and later President Sergio Osmena, were thus 
published in Philippine Magazine from June 1942 to early 1945. The Official Gazette resumed the 
official account of the President’s affairs with Vol. 41, No. 1 (April 1945). President Osmena’s activities 
were recorded in this volume, first as the “Three Years in Review” (published in April 1945), then 
monthly as the Official Month in Review. 

The monthly format was continued by the administration of President Manuel Roxas up until the 
early part of Garcia’s second term. The Official Month in Review ended on June 30, 1958 with Vol. 54, 
No. 12 of the Official Gazette and shifted to a weekly chronicle known as the Official Week in Review 
starting Vol. 54. No. 13 July 7, 1958. This format continued until the Marcos administration, when the 
Official Week started becoming more sporadic in its publication. 

During the administration of President Corazon Aquino, the Official Week in Review was not 
published in the the Official Gazette; instead President Aquino’s activities were chronicled in the 
Malacanang Journal. The press releases containing the daily activities of Presidents Fidel V. Ramos 
and Joseph Estrada were lost during Typhoon Ondoy in 2009, but they have been recorded online by 
Newsflash.org, an organization we have partnered with. President Gloria Macapagal Arroyo’s activities 
were recorded daily and published on the website of the Office of the Press Secretary. 

Continuing the tradition of recording the President’s activities, the official chronicle began to 
record President Benigno S. Aquino Ill’s activities more frequently; these were released as press releases. 
These were then incorporated into the Official Gazette as the President’s Day and are now published 
daily on the Official Gazette website. 
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Official Month in Review: April 1945 

THREE YEARS IN REVIEW 

WITH THIS ISSUE, the newly created Department of Instruction and Information in the reestablished 
Commonwealth Government of the Philippines resumes publication of the Official Gazette where it 
was left off on December 20, 1941, by the Office of the President at which it was then being edited.* 
The suspension of the publication on that date was brought about by the transfer of the seat of the 
National Government, first from Manila to Corregidor and later from Corregidor to Washington, D. C., 
when the Japanese Imperial Army invaded and occupied the Philippines. Notwithstanding this 
transfer, the Commonwealth Government did not for a moment cease to function nor did it lose its 
legal status under international law from the date of its removal to the United States to that of its 
reestablishment in Manila soon after the liberation of the City by the American forces. However, self- 
evident circumstances made it impossible to continue with the publication of the Gazette. In fact, 
there were no reasons whatsoever to justify, as in the case of many other governmental activities, the 
continuation of the Gazette, circumscribed as were the functions of the National Government while 
temporarily established on foreign shores to the achievement of definite objectives mainly concerning 
the prompt redemption of the Philippines from the hands of the Japanese invaders, the attainment of 
our independence under American protection soon after such redemption, and the speedy rehabilitation 
and reconstruction of our country from the ravages of war. 

It was at the invitation of the President of the United States and with the legislative sanction of 
the National Assembly that the seat of government was transferred to Washington, D. C., on May 13, 
1942. The Commonwealth Government was firmly convinced that mere military occupation of a 
territory does not confer sovereign rights on the invading army and that its legal status, therefore, 
under international law would not be changed so long as it maintained its nucleus abroad through its 
head, President Manuel L. Quezon and his cabinet, and by means of the emergency powers given him 
by the National Assembly. This view was sustained by the United States and the other 42 members 
of the international group known as the United Nations, which officially recognized the Philippine 
Constitutional Government thus established in Washington, D. C. 

During its almost three-year stay in the United States capital, the Commonwealth Government 
set before itself, and substantially achieved, with the full cooperation of the Government of the United 
States, the following objectives: 

(1) To maintain the interest of the American people in the redemption of the Philippines as a 
sacred obligation which had been assumed by the United States; 

(2) To speed up the preparation of the necessary men, materials and plans for the reconquest of 
the Philippines; 

(3) To accelerate the advent of our independence; 

(4) To obtain adequate guarantees of the permanence of our political independence; and 

(5) To work for our economic rehabilitation and stability as the material foundation of our 
independent structure. 

America’s answer to our repeated appeals for redemption is the liberation of the major portion of 
the Philippines by the American forces under the command of General Douglas MacArthur, including 
the complete occupation of the City of Manila. 


* There was an issue published on May, 1943 marked Vol. 41, No. 1 in Washington, D.C. 
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As to our independence with American protection, the promise made on December 28, 1941, 
and reiterated on August 13, 1943, by President Franklin D. Roosevelt to grant it to us before 
1946, was given legislative sanction when Congress approved S. J. Res. No. 93, which became law 
on June 29, 1944. President Quezon and other Filipino leaders of our Government in Washington 
requested the introduction of this Joint Resolution in the Congress of the United States and gave it 
their firm support until it was finally unanimously approved in both houses of Congress. So it 
happened that our negotiations for Philippine independence, extending over a score and two years 
since the first parliamentary mission headed by Manuel L. Quezon, then President of the Senate, left 
for the United States in 1 922, were satisfactorily terminated under the authority of the Government of 
the Commonwealth which functioned in Washington, D. C., from May 13, 1942, to October 3, 1944. 

With respect to the imperative need for the rehabilitation and reconstruction of the country, the 
Commonwealth Government urged the passage of the necessary legislation by the Congress of the 
United States. Such legislation was approved on June 29, 1944, and under its provisions a Philippine 
Rehabilitation Commission has been created, composed of nine Americans and nine Filipinos. It is 
now sitting in Washington and is investigating all the war damages and other rehabilitation needs for 
proper action, and is formulating plans for the future economic relations of the Philippines with the 
United States. 

EXECUTIVE and administrative orders, proclamations, speeches and other documents herein 
published give a more concrete idea of the work carried out by the National Government during 
its stay in Washington, D. C. They reveal how President Manuel L. Quezon, who with his cabinet 
represented the Commonwealth Government in the States until his death on August 1, 1944, was 
deeply preoccupied by the problems of relief, rehabilitation and reconstruction of the Philippines 
after the Japanese were driven out, confident as he had always been in the ultimate victory of the 
American Forces of Liberation in the Pacific. On September 15, 1943, he issued an Executive Order 
creating a Post-War Planning Board to study and recommend, among other things, plans for relief 
of the population immediately upon reoccupation of the Philippines, for the rapid rehabilitation and 
reconstruction of the Philippine economy, for the promotion of post-war trade and other relationships 
between the Government of the Philippine Republic and other governments, and for the security 
of the Philippines after the defeat of Japan. Later on, in June, 1944, more assured than ever of the 
approaching liberation of the Philippines, he created by another Executive Order the Division of Civil 
Affairs, Philippine Army, in the Department of National Defense, empowered to exercise such functions 
as may be necessary to accomplish the following objectives: 

(1) To effect the necessary liaison between the President of the Philippines, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Southwest Pacific Area and the people of the Philippines during military operations and 
before normal civil government is reestablished; and 

(2) To execute plans for the relief of the people of the Philippines immediately upon the 
landing of the military forces of the United States. President Quezon likewise created the Philippine 
Commonwealth Relief Committee, charged with purchasing in behalf of the Philippine Government 
the supplies of food, medicine, clothing and other necessities for the relief of the Filipino people. To 
effect the purchases with minimum delay, he authorized at the same time the initial appropriation 
of $5,000,000 from the general funds. The President also formed by Executive Order a Currency 
Committee to confer with the representatives of the Departments of the Interior, of State, of War 
and of the Treasury of the United States Government with the view to remedying the considerable 
confusion in our monetary system, resulting in the disappearance from circulation of legitimate 
currency, especially coins, and to arrange for the printing of new Philippine Treasury certificates and 
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the immediate minting of subsidiary coins ready for use upon the landing of the liberating forces on 
Philippine soil. 

But President Quezon did not concern himself only with the war situation as it affected his 
country and his people during his forced prolonged stay in Washington, D. C. He also paid attention to 
matters affecting Filipinos residing in the United States. His first Executive Order issued in that city on 
May 30, 1 942, amending the rules and regulations governing Government pensionados, increased the 
pensionados’ monthly allowance, during the period of scholarship for board, lodging and incidentals, 
from $70.00 to $100.00. By another Executive Order he created a Committee on Relief for Destitute 
Filipinos in the United States and Hawaii. The Committee is charged with the following duties and 
functions: 

(1) To study and pass upon all requests for financial aid from Filipinos who are destitute; 

(2) To determine the form and amount of relief that should be given to these persons; and 

(3) To aid them, through the Office of the Resident Commissioner, to obtain employment. 

PRESIDENT QUEZON died in Saranac Lake in the State of New York, U. S. A. on the morning of 
Tuesday, August 1, 1944. 

Immediately after his death Vice-President Sergio Osmena succeeded him as President on two 
legal bases: 

(1) By virtue of the general elections of 1941, in which he was chosen President together with 
President Quezon, each to serve for a term of two years; and 

(2) By virtue of the extension of his term of office by the Congress of the United States in order to 
give President Quezon a chance to serve longer during the American regime. 

PRESIDENT OSMENA’S first official act was to issue a proclamation designating the period from 
the first of August to the first of September of 1944 a state of national mourning for all citizens of the 
Philippines as a mark of respect to the memory of President Quezon. By a subsequent proclamation 
he declared August 19, 1944, which was the sixty-sixth anniversary of the birth of President Quezon, 
a special public holiday “so that Filipinos everywhere may go to their churches to pray for our 
beloved leader and hold memorial services to honor his memory and extol his character and public 
service.” 

President Osmena issued an Executive Order amending Executive Order No. 6-W, creating a 
Committee on Relief for Destitute Filipinos in the United States and Hawaii, so as to include therein 
Filipinos stranded in the United States on account of the war. In another Executive Order the President 
set aside the sum of Ten Million Pesos (P10,000,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary out 
of any funds of the Government of the Commonwealth not otherwise appropriated, to be used as 
aid for the operation of the provincial, city and municipal governments which may be reestablished 
upon the reoccupation of the Philippines. In Executive Order No. 20-W he prescribed instructions 
for the conduct of public affairs of the Commonwealth Government in the United States during his 
absence. According to these instructions, the Secretary of Finance shall be the representative of the 
President of the Philippines, and as such, he shall be charged with the conduct of the public affairs of 
the Commonwealth Government in the United States, with full authority to act on all matters which 
pertain to, or affect, the Government. 

In other Executive Orders issued from the seat of Government in the Field soon after the 
American forces landed in Leyte in October of last year, President Osmena: 

Declared to be on active service in the Philippine Army all persons now actively serving in 
recognized military forces in the Philippines; 
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Fixed the salaries of the officers and enlisted men of the Philippine Army; 

Created a Board of Inquiry to investigate charges of disloyalty to the Commonwealth of the 
Philippines and the United States of America in the Province of Leyte, and consider the legal problems 
and matters of public policy involved therein; 

Amended Executive Order No. 371 of October 2, 1941, fixing the maximum selling prices of 
certain articles of prime necessity, and promulgating rules and regulations for the enforcement thereof; 

Promulgated rules and regulations concerning currency, books and accounts of banks and their 
branches and agencies in the provinces, provincial, city and municipal treasuries and other government 
accountable offices; and 

Declared a debt moratorium pending action by the Commonwealth Government. 

IMMEDIATELY after the reestablishment of the seat of the Government of the Commonwealth in 
the City of Manila on February 27, 1945, President Osmena issued an Executive Order restoring 
the executive departments as they existed before the Japanese invasion, but with such modifications 
as the exigencies of the present situation require. The order creates nine Executive Departments, to 
wit: the Department of the Interior, the Department of Finance, the Department of Justice, the 
Department of Agriculture and Commerce, the Department of Public Works and Communications, 
the Department of Instruction and Information, the Department of Labor, the Department of National 
Defense and the Department of Health and Public Welfare. For the operation of the Government of 
the Commonwealth, the President appropriated by another Executive Order, out of any funds of the 
Commonwealth Government not otherwise appropriated for the purpose, so much of the different 
amounts authorized in Commonwealth Act No. 654, known as the “General Appropriation Act for 
the Fiscal Year Nineteen Hundred and Forty-two,” enacted and approved by the National Assembly 
on June 21, 1941, as may correspond to the period starting from the date of the reestablishment of 
the Government of the Commonwealth on Philippine soil on October 23, 1944, to June 30, 1945. 
The President also created the Banking Division of the National Treasury, Commonwealth of the 
Philippines, to provide a safe banking depositary for the savings of the people, and to provide for 
temporary banking and loan facilities during the emergency period, so that agricultural, industrial and 
commercial activities may be assisted. 

Three Executive Orders issued by the President on March 10, 1945, effected changes in our 
judiciary. The first one revives the regrouping of provinces for judicial purposes into twenty-six judicial 
districts as provided for under Act Numbered Four thousand seven of the Philippine Legislature, and 
repeals Commonwealth Act No. 544, which creates the positions of district attorneys. The second one 
abolishes the Court of Appeals in the interest of a more speedy administration of justice, and orders 
that all cases which under the law are appealable to this Court be appealed directly to the Supreme 
Court for final decision. By the third Executive Order the President reduces the number of officials 
of the Bureau of Justice to a Solicitor General and one Assistant Solicitor General “in the interest of 
a more simple and economical administration of justice.” A fourth Executive Order issued by the 
President on the same date appropriates the sum of one million pesos to be expended by the Emergency 
Control Administrator, subject to the approval of the President of the Philippines, for civilian defense. 

President Osmena appointed the following members of his new cabinet: Tomas Confesor, as 
Secretary of the Interior; Jaime Hernandez, as Secretary of Finance; Delfin Jaranilla, as Secretary of 
Justice; Sotero Cabahug, as Secretary of Public Works and Communications; Maximo M. Kalaw, as 
Secretary of Instruction and Information; Tomas Cabili, as Secretary of National Defense; and Major 
General Basilio J. Valdes, as Secretary of Health and Public Welfare. He also appointed Ismael Mathay 
Commissioner of the Budget and Dr. Jose S. Reyes Secretary to the President. Brigadier General Carlos P.

MESSAGES OF THE PRESIDENT

Romulo was reappointed Resident Commissioner of the Philippines to the United States, while 
Secretary of the Interior Tomas Confesor was designated Emergency Control Administrator. Secretary 
Confesor was also charged with the reorganization of the Government of the City of Manila. 

IN A SIMPLE but impressive ceremony held in the Reception Hall of Malacanan Palace on the morning 
of February 27, 1945, General Douglas MacArthur turned over to President Osmena the full powers 
and responsibilities of the Commonwealth Government under the Constitution. “Your country,” the 
General said in a brief speech delivered on the occasion, “thus is again at liberty to pursue its destiny to 
an honored position in the family of free nations. Your capital city, cruelly punished though it be, has 
regained its rightful place — Citadel of Democracy in the East.” Answering General MacArthur’s speech, 
President Osmena paid high tribute to the General as “friend and defender of our race.” “General 
Douglas MacArthur,” he declared, “will go down in history not only for his signal military successes 
but also for consistently following truly democratic methods in dealing with Philippine civil affairs in 
areas retaken from the enemy. Instead of taking advantage of military operations to maintain military 
government over territories already recaptured, he has been faithful in his role as liberator in the truest 
American tradition.” The President concluded his speech by making an appeal for unity among our 
people. He said: “United and in close cooperation with the United States, we can win for ourselves and 
our children all the blessings of democracy, freedom and security for which we have sacrificed so much 
in this titanic struggle against the brutal forces of tyranny and oppression.” 

ON THE OCCASION of the restoration of the Commonwealth Government in the City of Manila, the 
President sent cables to Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson and Hon. Herbert Lehman, director-general 
of the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, expressing the gratitude of the Filipino 
people. To Secretary Stimson he said in part: “ * * * with unshaken spirit, fortified by the sympathetic 
understanding of the American people, they (the Filipino people) face with grim determination their 
immediate objectives: the vigorous prosecution of the struggle in which the United States are engaged 
until final victory is achieved, and the rehabilitation of the country and the relief of millions of destitute 
and suffering people.” 

“FOR EXTRAORDINARY courage and valor in the face of overwhelming odds shown in Bataan 
and Corregidor and exceptional performance of service of the highest order to the Commonwealth 
of the Philippines,” General Douglas MacArthur was awarded by President Osmena the Philippine 
Medal of Honor, the highest award within the power of our Commonwealth Government to grant. In 
accepting the honor General MacArthur said: “I am deeply grateful for your action in awarding me 
the Medal of Valor. My sense of distinction is increased and made more poignant by a realization of 
the magnificent part played by Philippine troops serving under my command. I shall never wear the 
decoration without a feeling of pride in their accomplishment. I regard the award as symbolical of their 
courage and indomitable devotion to their great country.” 

GENERAL DOUGLAS MacArthur, surrounded by eleven members of his staff who left Corregidor 
with him three years ago, raised the American flag over that island fortress last March 2. While the 
color guard of the 503rd Parachute Infantry Regiment stood at attention, the General ordered the 
Commanding Officer: “Have your troops hoist the colors and let no enemy ever haul them down.” 

THE NEW MEMBERS of the cabinet were inducted into office by President Osmena in Malacanan 
Palace on the morning of last March 8. In a speech delivered on the occasion, the President gave a 
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summary of the work done by the Commonwealth Government while temporarily established in 
Washington, D. C. during the last three years, and announced the granting by the United States of 
Philippine independence with American protection at an early date. The President closed his speech 
by proclaiming the ideals and principles which will guide the activities of the restored Commonwealth 
Government. One of these principles is the reestablishment in our country of “a social and political 
system which is founded on mutual faith, honesty and confidence and not on suspicion, corruption 
and fear, and in which government officials and employees are not the masters of the people but 
their servants, acting as necessary instrumentalities through which the public good and the individual 
welfare may be advanced and safeguarded.” 

ON MARCH 10 last, the President issued two proclamations, one concerning the City of Manila and 
another the Province of Leyte, declaring that both places having been freed from enemy occupation 
and control as of March 10, 1945, the debt moratorium established by Executive Order No. 25, as 
amended by Executive Order No. 32, will not apply to debts and monetary obligations contracted in 
said City and Province after the date of the proclamations. 

THE PRESIDENT, accompanied by Brigadier General Carlos P. Romulo, Resident Commissioner to 
the United States, visited last March 1 1 the graveyard of Filipino and American war prisoners in Camp 
O’Donnell, Capas, Tarlac. Thousands of heroes captured in the hills of Bataan by the Japanese lie in 
nameless graves in Camp O’Donnell. 

THE JOINT CHIEFS of Staff in Washington, D. C., announced last April 6 that General Douglas 
MacArthur has been placed in command of all American army forces in the Pacific theatre of war 
while Admiral Chester Nimitz has been selected to command all Pacific naval forces. General Henry H. 
Arnold will continue in command of the 20th Airforce, composed of the giant B-29s. 

PRESIDENT OSMENA appointed Brigadier General Carlos P. Romulo, Resident Commissioner of 
the Philippines to the United States, Chairman of the Commonwealth delegation to the United Nations 
Conference in San Francisco, California, The following were appointed members of the delegation: 
Secretary of Instruction and Information Maximo M. Kalaw, Senator Carlos P. Garcia, Assemblyman 
Pedro Lopez, Assemblyman Francisco Delgado, Dr. Urbano A. Zafra, Colonel Alejandro Melchor, 
military and technical adviser to the President and Professor Vicente G. Sinco. 

AT A MEETING held in Malacanan on the morning of last March 15, the cabinet reiterated its 
adherence to President Roosevelt’s announced policy that all those persons who collaborated with the 
enemy should be removed from offices of authority and influence over the political and economic life 
of the country. Regarding the temporary reemployment of officials and employees who served under 
the Japanese regime, it was explained that the Government was compelled to do so by the pressure of 
circumstances that demanded the immediate reorganization of certain public offices, but that should 
the persons so reemployed be found to have collaborated with the enemy, they would be separated 
from public office immediately. 

“THE CIVIL SERVICE employees are Filipinos and citizens of the Commonwealth Government who 
have taken the oath of allegiance and loyalty to the Commonwealth and the United States. To consider 
that their status should continue even after the government to which they pledged by oath to defend 
has been destroyed, is to my mind absurb.” So wrote Secretary Maximo M. Kalaw, of the Department 
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of Instruction and Information, to Acting Commissioner of Civil Service A. del Rosario, in answer to 
the latter’s appeal in behalf of civil service employees banned from the reestablished Commonwealth 
Government for having served under the puppet government set up in the Philippines by the Japanese. 
“I would grant you,” the Secretary continued, “that if there were only a change in the personnel in the 
administrative, executive, judicial or legislative branches of the government, and of the party in power, 
the civil service should continue. But I should like to remind the civil service employees that they are 
first of all Filipino citizens who should, according to their oath, be loyal to their government, to defend 
it if need be even with their lives.” The policy of the Commonwealth Government with regard to the 
so-called collaborationists is based on the statement of President Roosevelt on June 29, 1944, when 
he signed the Joint Resolution No. 93 passed by the United States Congress, authorizing him to give 
independence to the Philippines ahead of 1946. One of the two conditions that he imposed is that 
“those who have collaborated with the enemy must be removed from authority and influence over 
the political and economic life of the country.” According to Secretary Kalaw, minor employees who 
do mere routine work are not included in the prohibition. Those that fall within it are men who held 
positions of influence and decided policies. 

IN A LETTER to Secretary Maximo M. Kalaw, of the Department of Instruction and Information, 
Secretary Jaime Hernandez, of the Department of Finance, now in Washington, D. C., informs that 
the Technical Committee to the President for the planning and preparation of relief and rehabilitation 
in the Philippines, has been studying for the last six months the ways and means of replacing the 
loss of Philippine work animals with farm machinery and equipment that may be imported from the 
United States. Two specialists attached to the Committee, according to him, are at present attending 
the Ford-Ferguson Management School at San Antonio, Texas, U. S. A., for the purpose of studying 
the operation, maintenance and repair of Ford-Ferguson tractors and determining the suitability of 
their use on Philippine soil. Secretary Hernandez also informs that a request has been made to the War 
Department in Washington, D. C., for the procurement and shipment to the Philippines of vegetable 
seeds and farm hand-tools. 

INSTALLING Mr. Juan Chioco as the first Civil Governor of the Province of Nueva Ecija under the 
reestablished Commonwealth Government, Secretary of the Interior Tomas Confesor told a crowd of 
people at Cabanatuan on the afternoon of last March 1 1 that the Commonwealth was determined to 
restore law and order in the liberated areas and that it was his full expectation that all Filipinos would 
live under the law. Singling out for condemnation the well-known Japanese practice of confiscating 
private property, he warned that the government, with all the force behind it, would not permit any 
attempt to revive such practice. “Don’t use violence,” he said, “for if you do, we will meet violence with 
violence.” 

HAVING BEEN informed that a group of market vendors proposed to go on strike on account of 
the measures adopted by the Government to eradicate the black market in Manila, Secretary of the 
Interior Tomas Confesor, in a statement, issued last March 20, warned that no strike would detain 
the authorities in carrying out their program to this effect and that he would use “every means in my 
power to prevent and stop any disturbance of law and order within the City and I would deal sternly 
and firmly with any lawless elements.” “The welfare and well-being of the people of Manila are over 
and above the selfish intentions of any group of individuals,” he declared. 
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IN COMPLIANCE with the provisions of Executive Order No. 34, issued by the President on 
March 10, 1945, vehicle traffic in the Philippines, beginning June 1, 1945, shall be on the right, instead 
of the left, side of the road, thus conforming with the practice of driving obtaining in most countries of 
the world. Main reason for making the change is the fact that during the present emergency the great 
majority of the motor vehicles of the United States Army used on the roadways in the Philippines are 
right-hand driven, and the drivers thereof are accustomed to driving on the right side of the road. The 
new regulation affects both motor and animal driven vehicles. 

THE DEPARTMENT of Instruction and Information presented a welcome program in Malacanan 
grounds in honor of Irving Berlin, noted American composer, on the morning of last March 28. 
“Heaven Watch the Philippines,” Mr. Berlin’s newest song, written during a six-week stay in Leyte 
and dedicated to General Douglas MacArthur in commemoration of his liberation of the Philippines, 
was introduced during the program. The composer himself and a group of Filipino schoolchildren 
sang the piece. Mr. Berlin made formal presentation of the scroll of the new song to the Philippine 
Commonwealth Government, Secretary of the Interior Tomas Confesor accepting it in the latter’s name. 

TREASURY WARRANTS issued by the Government of the Commonwealth of the Philippines before 
the occupation of Manila by the Japanese Army may now be registered by their holders with the 
Registration Section, Department of Finance, corner of Aviles and San Rafael Streets. 

GOVERNMENT office hours are from 8:00 a. m. to 12:00 m. and from 1:00 to 4:00 p. m. (Daylight 
Saving Time) on week days including Saturdays, according to an Executive Order issued by the 
President.

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Official Month in Review: May 1945 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

AFTER several discussions in Washington, D. C., on the subject of Philippine independence, President 
Sergio Osmena received from President Harry S. Truman the assurance that he will “endorse and carry 
through to their conclusion the policies laid down by President Roosevelt respecting the Islands and 
the independence of the Filipino people.” President Truman also expressed the belief that suitable 
reciprocal trade between the United States and the Philippines “should continue for such time, after 
independence, as may be necessary to provide the new republic with a fair opportunity to secure its 
economic freedom and independence.” 

Regarding Philippine independence President Truman said: 

“The date of independence will be advanced as soon as practicable in pursuance of the 
policy outlined by Congress in S. J. Resolution No. 93. The Philippine people, whose heroic 
and loyal stand in this war has won the affection and admiration of the American people, will 
be fully assisted by the United States in the great problems of rehabilitation and reconstruction 
which lie ahead.” 

In connection with the continuance of reciprocal trade relations, President Truman, with the 
concurrence of President Osmena, appointed Senator Millard E. Tydings, of Maryland, chairman of 
the Filipino Rehabilitation Commission, his special envoy, to examine conditions in the Philippines and 
submit recommendations. Senator Tydings will be assisted in his task by the following: 

Vice Admiral W. T. Tarrant, U. S. Navy; Brigadier General Frank E. Lowe, U. S. Army; Colonel 
Julian Baumann, U. S. Army; George E. Ames, Veterans’ Administrator; E. D. Hester, Interior 
Department; J. Weldon Jones, Bureau of the Budget; Ben D. Dorfman, U. S. Tariff Commission; 
Daniel S. Brierley, U. S. Maritime Commission; and C. H. Matthieson, Consultant of the War 
Production Board. 

COMMENTING on President Truman’s statement on Philippine independence, President Osmena 
said: 


“I am deeply moved by President Truman’s understanding of the needs, hopes and 
aspirations of the people whom I serve. President Truman is bringing into their logical fruition 
those policies initiated under his illustrious friend and predecessor, the late President Roosevelt. 
The presence of Senator Millard R. Tydings, of Maryland, and those who will accompany him 
on his presidential mission to the Philippines will be welcome by all Filipinos.” 

“THE economic stability and political freedom of the Philippines depend upon future trade 
relations with the United States,” declared President Osmena in a message read by Finance Secretary 
Jaime Hernandez at ceremonies held in New York City on May 7, 1945, commemorating the third 
anniversary of the fall of Corregidor. 

Unless trade relations are suitably arranged, according to the President, it will be extremely 
difficult for the Philippine Republic, during the initial period of its existence, to attain that degree of 
economic stability essential to the preservation of freedom. 
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SPEAKING in Washington, D. C., on the Allied victory in Europe, President Osmena said that “all 
liberty-loving peoples of the world rejoice in the knowledge that totalitarian Germany has met defeat.” 
“Although far removed from European battlefronts,” he continued, “Filipinos have been fully 
aware that our enemies must be beaten everywhere if the principles for which we have been fighting 
are to survive. Although the defeat of Germany is a decisive step, the United Nations must not rest until 
Japan likewise is completely crushed. Then and only then will the way be cleared for the establishment 
of enduring peace and security in the world.” 

FROM Washington, D. C., President Osmena issued a proclamation on May 8, 1945, publishing 
President Truman’s proclamation naming May 13, 1945, a Day of Prayer. 

“It is only fitting,” the Commonwealth President’s proclamation said, “that the day also 
be observed in the Philippines as in the United States and I do hereby enjoin the inhabitants of the 
Philippines to offer thanks to the Almighty God for the victory achieved and pray for His inspiration 
and guidance so that the war in the Pacific may be won as in the West, and so that He may guide us 
through the path of justice, peace and lasting security.” 

IN presenting the Filipino flag at a flag-exchanging ceremony held in Philadelphia last May 14, 
President Osmena said: 

“It is fitting that this flag under which my people have struggled for freedom should rest 
in this high sanctuary of liberty. It carries with it the thought of eighteen million Filipinos and 
is given to you in token of their affection and gratitude. 

“In return, this American flag which you have given us will go with me to my homeland 
where, as a symbol of America’s unselfishness and good faith, it will fly over ground hallowed 
by American and Filipino heroism.” 

FAST April 15 President Osmena wired from Florida, where he was at the time, the following message 
to President Truman on the occasion of the latter’s accession to office: 

“As the United States, the Philippines and other liberty-loving nations of the world 
mourn the sudden passing of President Roosevelt, permit me, Mr. President, to send to you on 
behalf of the Filipino people the expression of our highest respect and confidence. I am doing 
this with the firm conviction that the unfinished work of the departed President could not 
have been entrusted to more safe and competent hands than yours.” 

THE President authorized the Department of Public Works and Communications to release PI, 000, 000 
for the maintenance of roads and bridges, and P168,000 for the repair and operation of irrigation 
systems and river control. 

THE Commonwealth Cabinet has sent Finance Secretary Jaime Hernandez, now in Washington, D. C., 
a request for the requisition from the United States Government of 604,326 metric tons of food, as well 
as clothing, medical supplies, emergency construction materials, transportation facilities, production 
equipment and household items and utensils. 

EMERGENCY Control Administrator Tomas Confesor created a Rehabilitation Planning 
Committee to prepare plans for the immediate rehabilitation of agriculture, fishing, lumber, 
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manufacturing, land and water transportation, mining and home industries. The committee will 
also prepare a program on health development. Chairman of the committee is H. B. Reyes and 
members, Dr. Manuel L. Roxas, Samuel Gaches, Mateo F. Occena, M. X. Burgos, Dr. Miguel 
Canizares, Dr. Agerico Sison, Miguel Cuaderno, Alfredo Abes, Heraclio Montalban, Dr. Vicente 
Aldaba and Dr. Ariston Hermano. 

ADMINISTRATOR Confesor also issued an order last May 7 fixing the rentals of houses and 
buildings in the City of Manila, both residential and commercial, at not more than 25 per cent above 
the rates prevailing during the last semester of 1941. House owners are given by the order 30 days 
within which to report their house rentals to the Committee for the Control of House Rentals, 
composed of City Assessor Fidel A. Reyes, as chairman, and City Engineer H. B. Reyes and Vicente 
Arias, as members. This committee will act on all complaints regarding unauthorized increases 
in rentals. 

Under the order, any owner, tenant or other person who directly or indirectly violates its 
provisions shall, upon conviction, be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year or by a 
fine of not more than P2,000, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

ANOTHER order issued by Administrator Confesor permits bona fide residents of the City of 
Manila to bring from the provinces rice for their consumption at the rate of one and one-half sacks 
per person for the period from June 1 to December 31, 1945. Heads of families must file applications 
with the Emergency Control Administration for themselves, the members of their families and their 
servants. 

IN separate opinions rendered during the month, the Secretary of Justice held: 

(1) That lease contracts of real property between the United States Army and private owners are 
not subject to the payment of the documentary tax. 

(2) That the only exception to the general rule that a civil service employee who has served 
five years or more may not be reinstated after ten years from the date of his separation from the service 
is the case of “any person whose separation from the service is caused by his enlistment or acceptance 
of a commission in the active military or naval forces of the United States or who is honorably 
discharged or released therefrom.” 

(3) That Executive Order No. 32, issued by the President, suspends temporarily the payment 
of debts and other monetary obligations contracted within the Philippines during the Japanese 
occupation, but does not declare such contracts and obligations null and void. 

THE Banking Division of the Insular Treasury opened for business last April 19 on the ground floor 
of the Banco Hipotecario Building on Plaza Cervantes, after receiving from the finance officer of the 
United States Army part of its allotted P20,000,000 working fund recently released by Washington. In 
addition the bank has P10,000,000 held in reserve in the United States. 

The bank handles current and savings accounts and grants short-term commercial, industrial and 
agricultural loans. It also has a foreign department for foreign transactions. Banking hours are from 
9 a. m. to 3 p. m. 

THE Manila Post Office, temporarily located at the Watson Building, 506 Aviles, resumed its services 
to the public on the afternoon of last April 16. New Victory stamps, the only ones accepted for postage 
on all mail matters, are being sold by the office. 
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The Bureau of Posts now accepts letters, newspapers and magazines for delivery to all liberated 
areas of the Philippines, to the United States and foreign countries, according to Acting Superintendent 
Felipe Cuaderno. Letters may be posted in mail boxes in the streets or in the central office in the 
Watson Building.

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Official Month in Review: June 1945 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

MEETING for the first time since its election in November, 1941, the Philippine Congress held a joint 
special session on the afternoon of last June 9, at its provisional quarters on Lepanto Street. Highlights 
of the session were a message personally delivered by President Sergio Osmena and the election of the 
heads of the Senate and the House of Representatives. 

Reviewing past events in the Philippine struggle for liberty, the President in his message pointed 
out that the Filipinos have no other duty and no other choice than to accept the independence which 
the United States is offering now with protection. 

Expressing the desire of the Filipino people to help the United States win the war against Japan, 
the President reiterated the offer made by President Manuel L. Quezon in 1941 to the people of 
America, to the effect that the men and resources of the Philippines are unconditionally at the service 
of the United States. He announced, in this connection, that he had offered to General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur one division of Filipino troops, under Filipino officers, for the final assault on 
Japan. “Words alone,” the President said, “cannot express our gratitude to the United States for all it 
has done for us.” 

Speaking of the great problems of reconstruction and rehabilitation lying ahead of the nation, 
the President stated that he was aware that the means necessary for their solution at the moment are 
inadequate but that “we shall not falter in the line of duty.” “Let us get together in one mighty effort,” 
he declared. “Let us set aside selfish considerations and forget petty differences. Only in unity can there 
be strength.” 

Besides a brief but comprehensive report on the work carried out by the Commonwealth 
Government during its three-year stay in Washington, D. C., the presidential message contained a 
description of conditions prevailing in the Philippines during the period of enemy occupation and 
an acknowledgment of the invaluable assistance rendered by the guerrillas to the American forces 
in the liberation of the Philippines. In praising the guerrillas, the President took occasion to mention 
“the loyal civilian population who were left behind and who, at the risk of their lives, supported the 
resistance movement.” Included among them, according to him, were the civil service employees and 
holders of subordinate positions in the government. “They should, as a general principle,” the President 
emphasized, “be recalled as soon as their services should be needed; only for strong reasons should 
they be deprived of their privilege to serve.” He added that the same policy should be followed in the 
case of provincial and municipal officials who were elected in 1940, “thus giving due consideration to 
the will of the people as expressed at the polls.” 

In the elections held during the session, the following were chosen to head the Philippine 
Congress: 

Senator Manuel A. Roxas as President of the Senate, Senator Elpidio Quirino as President Pro- 
tempore, and Senator Eulogio Rodriguez, Sr. as Floor-leader. 

Representative Jose C. Zulueta as Speaker of the House of Representatives, Representative 
Prospero Sanidad as Speaker Pro-tempore, and Representative Eugenio Perez as Floor-leader. 

The Congress approved: 

(1) A joint resolution supporting President Osmena’s pledge to place the entire resources 
and manpower of the Philippines unconditionally at the service of the United States in the war 
against Japan. 
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(2) A joint resolution of thanks to General of the Army Douglas MacArthur for the liberation of 
the Philippines. 

(3) A resolution of condolence over the death of United States President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, and another over the death of Commonwealth President Manuel L. Quezon. 

IN a special message to the Philippine Congress on June 13, 1945, President Osmena urged immediate 
consideration of legislation for the rehabilitation of the Philippine National Bank. He asked that 
steps be taken for the restoration of the bank’s capital to its pre-war figure of P10,000,000, and 
that government funds on deposit with the bank be used not only for this purpose but also to meet 
deficiencies to depositors. He also recommended that a thorough examination of the bank’s assets 
and liabilities be made within six months after the enactment of the bill and that the bank absorb 
the business of the Banking Division of the National Treasury. All recoveries on assets now regarded 
doubtful or without value and all net profits, according to the President, should be used to repay 
government deposits utilized in the rehabilitation of the bank. 

“Such action on the part of Congress,” the President said in his message, “would, in my opinion, 
give the Philippine National Bank the means and opportunity of reestablishing itself on a sound basis 
and would contribute in a large measure to the economic rehabilitation of the Philippines.” 

In another message on June 15 last, the President asked the Philippine Congress to enact 
a measure setting up a special fund of PI 7,000,000 for the rehabilitation of Philippine banks, said 
fund to be administered by a bank rehabilitation board. The proposed measure would authorize the 
Commonwealth Government to buy preferred shares of stock of domestic banks. 

PRESIDENT Osmena, who had left for Washington, D. C., soon after the reestablishment of the seat 
of the Commonwealth Government in Manila on February 27, 1945, arrived by plane from the United 
States on the afternoon of May 23. With him were Senator Millard E. Tydings, of Maryland, President 
Harry S. Truman’s special envoy to examine economic conditions in the Philippines, and the members 
of the committee appointed by President Truman to assist Senator Tydings in his mission: Vice 
Admiral W. T. Tarrant, Brigadier General Frank E. Lowe, Colonel Julian Baumann, George E. Ames, 
E. D. Hester, J. Weldon Jones, Ben Dorfman, Daniel S. Brierley and C. H. Matthieson. 

They were met at Nichols Field by a group of high military and civil officials including General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur, Major General Richard Marshall, members of the Commonwealth 
Cabinet, and legislators. 

AT a press conference held in Malacanan on the day following his arrival from the United States, 
President Osmena revealed that after several discussions with President Truman, the latter pledged 
to carry out everything that President Roosevelt promised would be done for the Philippines. It 
was in his second conference with the United States President, according to him, that the decision 
to form the Tydings committee to survey rehabilitation and reconstruction in the Philippines was 
agreed upon. 

Speaking of the Tydings mission at another press conference, the President said that its work 
“will facilitate an early and satisfactory solution of our present problems and will enhance Philippine- 
American friendship.” 

AFTER a six-day stay in Manila, Senator Millard E. Tydings and all the members of his committee, 
except E. D. Hester, returned to the United States by plane on May 29. Mr. Hester stayed behind to 
collect additional data and to represent the committee here. The previous evening President Osmena 
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honored them with a reception at Malacanan Palace. General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, the 
members of his staff, and members of the Philippine Congress attended. 

In a statement issued upon his arrival in Washington, D. C., on June 2, 1945, Senator Tydings 
declared that the Filipino nation needs quick and prompt help. “So dire are the problems of the 
Philippines as a result of war,” he said, “that the mission gave itself over completely to the acquisition 
of such data as would aid us in helping them.” The delegation, according to him, returned immediately 
to the United States in order “to start machinery moving to get the Filipino economy going again.” 

Three days later, on June 5, Senator Tydings proposed to President Truman the following four- 
point program for the rehabilitation of the Philippines: 

(1) Gifts of such funds as are necessary for Army and Navy engineers to reconstruct 
buildings and other structures as soon as war conditions permit. 

(2) Loans to the Philippine Government in sufficient size to finance further reconstruction. 

(3) Strict compliance with legislation calling for complete independence of the Philippines 
as quickly as economic conditions permit. 

(4) General treatment of the Philippines in any other way possible to expedite the return 
to normal conditions. 

President Truman, according to Senator Tydings, was in full sympathy with the principles of 
his recommendations and had asked him to submit a written report later. Commenting on the four- 
point program for Philippine rehabilitation, President Osmena said that it is entirely within, the 
scope of the plans and recommendations of the Filipino Rehabilitation Commission now working in 
Washington. 

On June 8, 1945, Senator Tydings appeared before the United States Senate to report on his visit 
to the Philippines. In consonance with his four-point program as proposed to President Truman three 
days before, he asked the United States Congress to make an outright gift of $100,000,000 to assist 
in rebuilding the war-devastated areas in the Philippines. He suggested that the money be expended 
by American Army and Navy engineers in accordance with a program to be worked out by Congress. 
He said that this sum would be a means through which America could show its appreciation of 
the heroism of the Filipinos, who carried on the war alone against the Japanese in their country for 
three years and later were of invaluable assistance to the American forces. 

In his report to the United States Senate, Senator Tydings pointed out, among other things: 

(1) The dire need of food for the Philippines and the huge task of repairing the 
widespread devastation of war. He said that his mission had secured 8,000 tons of shipping 
for the Filipinos exclusively during June. He added: “We anticipate that 30,000 tons of 
shipping will be available for the same purpose during July and expect there will be more 
thereafter.” 

(2) The Philippines is unable to supply sufficient shelter, food and other materials for the 
hundreds of thousands of American troops already here and still to arrive. “Obviously,” he 
said, “these things must come first. The very lives of the Filipino and American soldiers depend 
on their having everything they need to win a quick victory.” 

(3) From ten to fifteen per cent of all the buildings in the Philippines has been destroyed 
and possibly another ten per cent has been damaged. 

(4) Tens of thousands of Filipinos are without shelter, food, clothing and medical care. 

(5) Light, water and communication systems are almost totally destroyed and interisland 
transportation is non-existent. 

(6) The food situation is tragic, and there is a shortage of seeds, farming implements and 
work animals.

(7) No major steps have been taken to rehabilitate the sugar industry because no crops 
can be harvested for export probably until 1948. Abaca and copra production, however, can 
be restored to normal as soon as equipment and transportation are available. 

(8) America should maintain its military and naval bases in the Philippines, Marianas and 
Hawaii, not for purposes of throttling liberty or trade or for subjugation, but as a guarantee 
of peace. 

ONE of the main concerns of the President since his arrival from the United States last May 23 is the 
organization of the judiciary. Within the month he issued two Executive Orders affecting the Supreme 
Court and the Municipal Court of the City of Manila, and made several appointments of associate 
justices, judges and fiscals. The first of the Executive Orders increases to eleven the number of justices 
of the Supreme Court, while the second creates two new branches of the city Municipal Court to be 
known as the Fifth and the Sixth Branch. 

Those appointed Acting Associate Justices of the Supreme Court were: 

Delfin Jaranilla, Felicisimo R. Feria, Francisco A. Delgado, Mariano H. de Joya, Guillermo F. 
Pablo, Emilio Y. Hilado, Jose A. Espiritu and Gregorio Perfecto. 

The Chief Justice and two other associate justices remain to be appointed by the President to 
complete the membership of the Court. 

Associate Justices Feria, De Joya, Pablo, Espiritu and Perfecto took their oaths of office before 
President Osmena on the morning of June 12. Secretary of Justice Jaranilla, one of the appointees, 
will remain in the Department of Justice for the purpose of winding up some of his work. Secretary 
Jaranilla will probably take his oath of office together with Associate Justices Delgado and Hilado, 
who are not yet in Manila. 

THE following were appointed acting judges of the Court of First Instance: Mamerto Roxas, 
Branch I, Manila; Arsenio P. Dizon, Branch II, Manila; Pompeyo Diaz, Branch III, Manila; Mariano 
de la Rosa, Branch IV, Manila; Jose P. Veluz, Bulacan; Ambrosio Santos, Rizal and Bataan; Ceferino 
Hilario, Batangas and Mindoro; Clementino V. Diez, Leyte (Tacloban); Gervasio Diaz, Branch I, Iloilo; 
Fortunato Borromeo Veloso, Bohol and Occidental Misamis; Florentino Saguin, Zamboanga and Sulu; 
Vicente Varela, Sorsogon and Masbate. 

Other judiciary appointments made by the President were those of Judge Lorenzo M. Tanada 
as Acting Solicitor General; Judge Feliciano Ocampo, as Acting Commissioner of Public Service; 
Roberto Conception, Angel S. Gamboa, Emilio Rilloraza, Rafael Dinglasan and Pedro Valdez 
Liongson as Acting Judges-at-Large; Inigo Daza, Antonio C. Lucero, Antonio Quirino, Ricardo 
Summers and Ricardo Chanco as Acting Cadastral Judges; Crisanto Aragon and Natividad Almeda 
Lopez as Acting Judges of the Municipal Court of Manila; Generoso Buendia as Acting Judge 
of the Municipal Court of Baguio City; Cesar A. Ramirez as Acting Provincial Fiscal of Laguna; 
Feliciano Belmonte as Acting Provincial Fiscal of the Mountain Province; Jose Fernandez as Acting 
First Assistant Provincial Fiscal of Laguna; Antonio Flores Runez as Acting First Provincial Fiscal of 
Nueva Ecija. 

THE President also made the following appointments during the month: 

Ramon Quisumbing as Acting Undersecretary of Justice. 

Fernando E. V. Sison as Acting Undersecretary of Public Works and Communications. 

Florentino Cayco as Acting Undersecretary of Instruction. 

Mauro Mendez as Acting Undersecretary of Information. 
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Dr. Horacio Lava as Acting Assistant Director of the Bureau of the Census and Statistics. 

Felix de la Costa as Acting Assistant Bank Commissioner. 

ON May 31, 1945, the President issued a proclamation calling the Congress of the Philippines 
to a special session for the period of thirty days commencing on June 9, 1945, for the purpose of 
considering general legislation. 

By proclamation also, the President declared the provinces of Antique, Bataan, Batangas, Bohol, 
Bulacan, Capiz, Cavite, Cebu, Iloilo, La Union, Marinduque, Masbate, Mindoro, Negros Occidental, 
Negros Oriental, Nueva Ecija, Palawan, Pampanga, Pangasinan, Rizal, Samar, Tarlac and Zambales 
free from enemy occupation and control, and therefore the debt moratorium established by Executive 
Order No. 25 will not apply to debts and monetary obligations contracted in said provinces after the 
date of the proclamation. 

A NATIONAL Board of Inquiry to investigate the cases of citizens accused of disloyalty to the 
Governments of the Commonwealth and the United States during the Japanese occupation, and to 
study the legal problems and matters of policy involved therein, has been created by the President in 
Executive Order No. 53, issued on June 8, 1945. According to this Order, the Board shall also look 
into the conduct of those public officials and employees who served during the enemy occupation and 
who may be recalled to duty. 

The Board shall be composed of a chairman and four members to he appointed by the President. 

THE President issued Executive Order No. 48, allowing banking institutions operating in the 
Philippines before the outbreak of the war to reopen upon authorization by the Bank Commissioner. 
In a subsequent order, No. 49, the President declared that all deposits made with banking institutions 
during enemy occupation, and all deposit liabilities incurred by the said institutions during the same 
period are null and void, while all withdrawals made by a depositor, including liquidation payments, 
during the enemy occupation from balances outstanding as of the last date prior to enemy occupation 
are valid. 

THE function of preserving peace and maintaining law and order in the Philippines has been 
transferred from the Philippine Constabulary to the Chief of Staff of the Philippine Army in Executive 
Order No. 53. The Chief of Staff, according to the Order, shall exercise this function through a 
Provost Marshal General of the Philippine Army, and such Military Police companies and other units, 
officers and enlisted men of the Philippine Army as may be required. He shall be responsible for the 
organization of these Military Police Units and other officers and enlisted men of the Philippine Army 
into a Military Police Command, which shall be charged with the execution of all police duties and 
functions heretofore pertaining to the Philippine Constabulary. 

IN other Executive Orders the President: 

(1) Set aside certain funds for the operating expenses of the Alabang Laboratories for the period 
from February 27 to June 30, 1945. 

(2) Amended article 114 of the Revised Penal Code defining and punishing the crime of treason so 
as to include resident aliens among the persons who may be convicted thereunder. 

(3) Suspended the collection of rentals for the use of textbooks in intermediate and secondary 
schools. 

(4) Appropriated the sum of PI, 168, 000 for public works. 
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BY Administrative Order the President appointed the following members of the Emergency Currency 
Committee to study, investigate and report on the bona-fide emergency currencies issued by duly 
authorized emergency currency boards in all provinces liberated from enemy occupation and control: 
Angel S. Gamboa, Acting Judge-at-Large, Chairman; Santiago Ramos, Acting Supervising Auditor, 
General Auditing Office, Member; and Pablo Tobias, Acting Chief of the National Finance Division, 
Department of Finance, Member. 

“THE military partnership between the Philippines and the United States will continue until Japan 
sues for unconditional surrender,” declared President Osmena in a radio speech addressed to the Latin- 
American Republics last June 8. 

“Soon the militarists of Japan,” he continued, “will realize how futile their efforts have been to 
poison the minds of the Filipinos against the Americans. Very soon they will know that they cannot 
break asunder, by force of arms or propaganda, a friendship founded on faith, goodwill and mutual 
understanding.” 

IN separate opinions rendered during the month the Secretary of Justice held: 

(1) That all transactions affecting properties situated in the municipalities comprised by the City 
of Greater Manila under Executive Order No. 400 must be registered with the office of the Register of 
Deeds for the said city. 

(2) That the American Red Cross, being a Federal agency, may not be taxed by the Commonwealth 
Government without Congressional consent. 

(3) That there is no law in the Philippines granting authority to transfer a provincial or municipal 
prisoner to the service, custody and control of the United States Army. 

LAST June 2 General of the Army Douglas McArthur awarded the Distinguished Service Gross 
Medal to seven American guerrilla leaders in the Philippines in recognition of their work in organizing 
guerrilla units, unifying resistance groups, and training men for the fight against the Japanese. Those 
awarded the medals were: 

Lieutenant Colonel Bernard L. Anderson, Major Edwin P. Ramsey, Major Robert B. Lapham, 
Major John Boone, Major Harry McKenzie, Captain Alvin J. Farretta and Captain Ray C. Hunt, Jr. 

ACCORDING to an announcement made by the Department of Instruction and Information, classes 
in all public and private schools in the Philippines will commence on July 2, 1945, and close on 
November 23, 1945, for the first semester. The second semester classes open on December 3, 1945, and 
close on April 26, 1946. 

REPRESENTATIVE Crisanto M. Guysayko, of the Second District of the Province Laguna, died in 
Manila last May 26. He had been elected to the House of Representatives in 1938 and reelected in the 
general elections of 1941. 

THE United States Department of State announced on May 23 the death of Dr. Joseph Hayden, former 
Vice Governor General and acting Governor General of the Philippines, on May 20, 1945. 

Doctor Hayden was a long-time friend of the Filipinos and the author of several books on the 
Philippines. He first came here as exchange professor at the University of the Philippines. At the time of 
his death he was busy with the problems of Philippine rehabilitation. He came back to the Philippines 
last October as General of the Army Douglas MacArthur’s adviser on Philippine civil affairs, and he 
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spent some weeks in Leyte and Manila before leaving for the United States. On May 17, 1945, he was 
made special assistant to President Osmena. 

Speaking for the Commonwealth Government in the absence of President Osmena, 
Commonwealth Finance Secretary Jaime Hernandez, now in Washington, D. C., issued a statement 
expressing deep regret over the passing of Dr. Hayden. “Filipinos who knew him,” Secretary Hernandez 
said, “from our President Osmena down to the common man who read him and profited by his labor, 
grieve at his untimely death. His books and works will keep the memory of him long in the minds of 
the people of the Philippines.”

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Official Month in Review: July 1945 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

HISTORICAL event of the month was the visit of General of the Army Douglas MacArthur to the 
Congress of the Philippines on the morning of July 9, 1945, at the Congress’ own invitation. Congress 
received the General in a special joint session which, in the words of Senate President Manuel A. 
Roxas, was “in tribute to one of the greatest soldiers of all time.” The General was accompanied by 
Commonwealth President Sergio Osmena and Brigadier General L. A. Diller, Public Relations Officer, 
General Headquarters, United States Army Forces in the Pacific. 

The occasion was featured by the presentation by Congress to General MacArthur of two 
congressional joint resolutions printed on sheepskin making him Honorary Citizen of the Philippines 
and placing his name permanently on the rolls of the Philippine Army. 

In a 15-minute address, the guest of honor declared himself fully in favor of Philippine 
independence. He outlined three main objections offered by opponents of Philippine freedom, and 
proved each of them to be untenable. 

To those who contend that the Filipino people lack the stature as a race essential to self- 
government, General MacArthur answered: 

“Your combat record on Bataan and the magnificent spiritual and physical resistance of 
the great masses of your people to the enemy efforts at pacification have given to the world 
the true measure of the strength of your character and established your undisputed spiritual 
capacity for self-government under any standards.” 

As to the argument that Philippine economy will not sustain a free and independent nation, the 
General expressed the confidence that the United States will extend to the Filipino people “the full 
measure of trade advocated by your late great President Quezon and do everything else within their 
power to assist you along the road to your national destiny.” 

Finally, on the question of national defense, offered as the most serious obstacle to the realization 
of Philippine independence, General MacArthur declared: 

“Altered world conditions resulting from the war have removed this obstacle. Defense is 
no longer national, it has become international. No nation however powerful may in future 
with safety rely exclusively upon its own defense potentiality — but must resort to international 
defense in concert with other nations. This does not mean that you may with impunity fail 
to take such defensive dispositions as are reasonably within your power, but rather that in 
addition to such dispositions you must bring yourself into such international alignment that 
offers best hope for the preservation of future peace in the Pacific basin.” 

Before concluding, the General called on Congress to operate “without undue friction.” “Petty 
jealousy,” he said, “selfish ambition and unnecessary misunderstanding must not be permitted to 
impede progress and rend your country.” 

ANOTHER historical event of the month was the announcement made on July 5, 1945, by General 
MacArthur that “the entire Philippine Islands are now liberated and the Philippine campaigns can 
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be regarded as virtually closed.” According to the announcement, the enemy during the operations 
employed 23 divisions, all of which were practically annihilated. The American forces comprised only 
17 divisions. “This was one of the rare instances,” General MacArthur said, “when in a long campaign 
a ground force superior in numbers was entirely destroyed by a numerically inferior opponent.” 

On the day following the announcement, Commonwealth President Sergio Osmena issued 
a statement expressing to America and, in particular, to General MacArthur, the Filipino people’s 
gratitude for the complete liberation of the Philippines. 

“No event since the memorable day the American forces landed in Leyte,” the President declared, 
“can match the significance of this liberation, not only for us but also for the other peoples who are 
still in the grip of the treacherous enemy.” The complete liberation of the Philippines, according to the 
President, presages the return of “normal civil conditions and the full enjoyment by the Filipinos of 
their constitutional rights and prerogatives.” 

Upon the termination of the Northern Luzon campaign and the liberation of the whole island of 
Luzon on June 28, 1945, United States President Flarry S. Truman and United States Secretary of War 
Henry L. Stimson sent General MacArthur congratulatory messages. 

“With the complete defeat of the Japanese in Luzon,” President Truman said, “you have swept 
them from all the Philippines and redeemed the promises of the American people to the loyal Filipino 
people.” 

Secretary Stimson in his message said that the liberation of Luzon was a “most skillful and heroic 
achievement.” He declared: “Your great victory hastens the day when the last of the oppressors will 
have been cleared from Philippine soil.” 

MEASURES concerning Philippine economy occupied the attention of Commonwealth President 
Sergio Osmena during the month. In a special message to the Congress of the Philippines on July 11 
last, the President recommended the issuance of bonds to the amount of PI 00,000,000 to augment 
revenue collections that may be realized during this fiscal year. Proceeds from the bonds, according to 
the message, will be used to cover expenditures proposed in the 1946 budget, outlay for improvements, 
and such other purposes as may be authorized. The President also urged, in another message, an 
upward revision of the present scale of taxes. He pointed out that former sources of revenue have 
either been impaired or wiped out by the war and the increase in present taxation rates is necessary to 
finance essential public services. 

Acting on a memorandum prepared by D. L. Ballantine, Malacanan adviser on banking, the 
President asked Congress to reexamine certain transactions during the Japanese occupation with a 
view to revaluing them according to a schedule of relative values of the Japanese war note and the 
Commonwealth peso during the time of the transactions. He also recommended the adoption of an 
amendment to the Insurance Law granting power to the Insurance Commissioner, with the approval of 
the courts, to take charge of impaired companies in an effort to find a way of solving their difficulties. 
The President explained that business cannot be carried on effectively unless banking facilities are 
available and insurance companies are in operation. 

ON July 19, 1945, the President signed Commonwealth Act No. 672, rehabilitating the Philippine 
National Bank. The Act was passed by the Congress of the Philippines at its thirty-day special session 
which ended last July 13. According to its provisions, simultaneously with the resumption of its 
business, the Philippine National Bank shall take over all the business activities of the Banking Division 
of the National Treasury. 
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AUGUST 1, 1945, first anniversary of the death of Manuel L. Quezon, first President of the 
Commonwealth of the Philippines, was declared by President Osmena a special public holiday 
in a proclamation issued last July 16. “It would be fitting,” the proclamation said, “that Filipinos 
everywhere, in the homeland and abroad, be given an opportunity to go to their churches to pray for 
our departed beloved leader and hold memorial services to honor his memory and extol his character 
and public service.” 

ON July 16, 1945, the President also issued an Executive Order (No. 55) suspending, from January 2, 
1942, to December 31, 1945, the running of the period of eligibility for reinstatement of officers and 
employees of the Commonwealth Government separated from the service through no delinquency or 
misconduct on or before January 2, 1942. In accordance with this Order, the person concerned may be 
reinstated within the unexpired portion of the period of eligibility for reinstatement to which he was 
originally entitled in accordance with the Civil Service Law and Rules. 

CHANGES in the Cabinet membership were effected by the President through a number of 
appointments made within the month. 

Secretary of the Interior Tomas Confesor and Secretary of National Defense Tomas Cabili were 
appointed Members of the Filipino Rehabilitation Commission in Washington, D. C., to fill the places 
vacated by Colonels Manuel Nieto and Alejandro Melchor. 

Dr. Jose C. Locsin was appointed Secretary of Health and Public Welfare to succeed Major 
General Basilio J. Valdes, who resigned to devote all his time to his duties as Chief of Staff of the 
Philippine Army and to the supervision over the training of the Philippine Army Division being 
organized to fight alongside Americans in the final assault on Japan. Doctor Locsin took his oath of 
office before President Osmena in Malacanan on the morning of last July 12. 

Alfredo Montelibano was appointed Secretary of National Defense in place of Secretary Cabili. 

Vicente Singson Encarnacion and Marcelo Adduru were appointed Secretary of Agriculture and 
Commerce and Secretary of Labor, respectively. 

OTHER appointments made by the President include the following: 

Manuel Moran as Chief Justice and Roman Ozaeta and Ricardo Paras as Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the Philippines. 

Fulgencio Borromeo, Paciano Dizon, Rafael Roces and Jose Fernandez as Members of the Board 
of Directors of the National Development Company. 

Paciano Dizon, Gabriel Daza, Fulgencio Borromeo and Fernando E. V. Sison as Members of the 
Board of Directors of the Manila Railroad Company; M. U. Llamas as Acting Secretary of the Board 
and H. B. Reyes as Acting Manager of the Company. 

ON July 2, 1945, President Osmena signed Joint Resolution No. 1 of the Congress of the Philippines, 
“expressing the gratitude of the Government and people of the Philippines to the Government and 
people of the United States for the liberation of the Philippines and placing all manpower and resources 
of the Philippines at the disposal of the United States for the prosecution of the war in the Pacific until 
Japan’s unconditional surrender is achieved.” 

Upon signing the President said: 

“This resolution represents the spontaneous and unanimous feeling of our people toward 
the great nation that has given them the largest measure of self-government known in colonial 
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history. Yet, it has never been the American policy to exercise any permanent suzerainty over 
that self-government, and, as the events of the last four decades will attest, the course set for 
us has been inflexibly that of national independence.” 

ESI a message issued to the Filipino people on the occasion of America’s Independence Day on July 4, 
1945, President Osmena declared that “we owe it to ourselves who have suffered at the hands of the 
ruthless enemy” to help make the fight against Japan “truly final.” 

“This is the task we must resolve to accomplish,” he said, “in furtherance of the underlying 
principles of the Declaration of Independence of 1776 — the same principles which the builders of the 
American nation proclaimed not only for themselves but for all the peoples of the earth.” 

IN the course of its thirty-day special session which ended last July 13, the Congress of the Philippines 
passed the following Joint Resolutions: 

Joint Resolution No. 1, expressing the gratitude of the Filipino people to the United States for the 
liberation of the Philippines and placing all manpower and resources of the Philippines at the disposal 
of the United States for the fight against Japan. 

Joint Resolution No. 2, conveying the gratitude of the Congress of the Philippines to General of 
the Army Douglas MacArthur and his gallant forces for the liberation of the Philippines and declaring 
him Honorary Citizen of the Philippines. 

Joint Resolution No. 3, granting General of the Army Douglas MacArthur military honors and 
authorizing the issuance of coins and stamps bearing his likeness, with the inscription “Defender- 
Liberator.” 

Failing to take action on the 1946 budget, Congress nevertheless passed an emergency 
appropriation act covering necessary governmental expenditures for the first three months of the 
present fiscal year.

THE Philippine Office of the Foreign Funds Control, United States Treasury, issued on July 16, 1945, 
Philippine General Ticense No. 1 authorizing Chinese, Spanish, Swiss and other blocked nationals, 
except Japanese and Germans, to engage in business operations in the Philippines and freely draw upon 
their bank accounts for the purpose of purchasing merchandise or paying other expenses. Concerns 
owned by blocked nationals are required to obtain United States Treasury licenses in order to operate 
in addition to business licenses issued by the Commonwealth authorities. 

THE Board of Regents of the University of the Philippines elected Dr. Bienvenido M. Gonzalez 
President of the University last June 29. Immediately after his election president Gonzalez took his oath 
of office and was instructed by the Board to open the University as soon as possible.

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Official Month in Review: August 1945 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

ON August 14, 1945, United States President Harry S. Truman announced the unconditional surrender 
of Japan and the appointment of General of the Army Douglas MacArthur as Supreme Allied 
Commander to rule Japan through Emperor Hirohito. 

In an impromptu speech following the announcement, President Truman declared that Japan’s 
surrender marked the final triumph over Fascism. “The whole country should now unite in an effort to 
preserve the future peace of the world,” he said. 

On the occasion of Japan’s surrender, Commonwealth President Sergio Osmena on August 15 
said: “I am truly proud of the part the Filipino people have played in the defeat of Japan. Now we can 
go forward to independence, living up to the noble ideals and democratic principles brought to these 
Islands by the American flag 47 years ago and embodied in our Constitution.” 

Upon being informed of his appointment as Supreme Allied Commander in Japan, General 
MacArthur declared: “The men and women who have fought so nobly to victory can now return to 
their homes in due course and resume their civil pursuits. They have been good soldiers in war. May 
they be equally good citizens in peace.” 

“NATIONAL unity is absolutely essential, the more so because of the sudden end of the war,” declared 
President Osmena in his message to the Congress of the Philippines on the opening day of its Second 
Special Session on August 14. The session had been called by the President to enable Congress to 
consider important and urgent matters which, for lack of time, were not acted upon during the First 
Special Session last June. 

“We are immediately confronted,” the President continued, “with the first and most difficult 
phases of rehabilitation and reconstruction, made even more complex by the problems attendant on 
the establishment of our independence.” 

With the reestablishment of peace, according to the President, the Philippines must be prepared 
to assume the tremendous post-war responsibilities which loom ahead, and for this the nation needs 
unity. The President added: 

“Before a world that is drawing closer together we would make a very sorry spectacle 
of ourselves as well as expose our people to the most serious dangers, if those of us in 
temporary charge of the country’s affairs present ourselves at this critical hour as querulous, 
disunited and dispersed. We must realize that to deserve from the world the respect, 
sympathy and generous consideration we hope for when we request the needed assistance to 
raise ourselves from the prostration in which the war has left us, we must be able to present 
a front — as we have done in analogous situations in the past — capable of taking united and 
solidary action.” 

Before concluding the President announced the reestablishment of the Council of State “to 
integrate and coordinate action within the national leadership in our government.” He expressed the 
hope that the participation of the leaders of Congress in the high councils of the government “will 
make it possible for us not only to serve the best interests of our people, but also to make efficacious 
the new role which the Philippines is destined to play in the organization and maintenance of lasting 
peace throughout the world.” 
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COMMEMORATING America’s occupation of the Philippines 47 years ago, the President on 
August 13 delivered a speech in Spanish in a radio broadcast to the United States and the Latin- 
American republics. After recounting the main chapters in the history of Filipino-American relations 
since the day Americans first came to the Philippines, the President said that the great experiment 
undertaken by America “now stands out for the admiration of all mankind.” 

The most important result of this experiment, according to him, is that the Philippines has become 
one of the bastions of permanent peace in the Pacific, not only because America will have bases here, 
but above all because these bases will be supported and sustained by another bastion deriving from the 
spirit, that of Philippine democracy, “molded by America’s own hands and sanctified with her blood 
and her own sacrifices.” 

THE President led the nation in honoring the memory of Manuel L. Quezon, first President of the 
Commonwealth of the Philippines, on the first anniversary of his death on August 1. By presidential 
proclamation, the day had been declared a special public holiday. 

With Mrs. Osmena and members of the Philippine Congress, the Cabinet and the Supreme Court 
and representatives of the United States Army in the Philippines, the President in the morning attended 
a solemn requiem mass at San Beda Church. At noon, during the Commonwealth Hour, he delivered a 
eulogy to the departed President over a radio hookup extending to the United States. In this eulogy he 
referred to President Quezon as “the logical and supreme leader of our national resistance.” 

The first anniversary of President Quezon’s death was also observed in Washington, D. C. 
Arrangements were made by Philippine Resident Commissioner Brigadier General Carlos P. Romulo 
for a requiem mass at St. Matthews Cathedral and memorial services at the late President’s tomb in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

ON July 28, 1945, the President signed two joint resolutions passed by the Congress of the Philippines 
during its First Special Session. One of them (Joint Resolution No. 4) authorizes the President of the 
Philippines to negotiate with the President of the United States the establishment in the Philippines 
of bases “to insure the territorial integrity of the Philippines, the mutual protection of the Philippines 
and the United States, and the maintenance of peace in the Pacific.” The other (Joint Resolution No. 5) 
empowers the President of the Commonwealth to create a Committee of three to study ways and 
means to pay the back salaries, gratuities or bonuses of the officials and employees of the Government, 
covering the period from January 1, 1942, to February 26, 1945. According to the resolution, the 
Committee shall be composed of the Secretary of Finance, the Auditor General and the Commissioner 
of Civil Service, and shall make a report of its findings and recommendations to the President and 
Congress of the Philippines on or before the end of the next session of the present Congress. 

IN view of the increased volume of work and the nature and importance of the cases handled by 
the Bureau of Justice, the President, in an Executive Order (No. 61) issued on August 4, restored 
said Bureau to its status and composition under section 1659 of the Revised Administrative Code, 
as amended by Commonwealth Act No. 543. The Order repeals Executive Order No. 38, dated 
March 10, 1945, which reduced the number of officials of the Bureau of Justice. 

THE President issued Executive Order No. 57 creating the Petroleum Products Control Administration 
to take charge of the rationing of petroleum products and control the distribution and use of the same. 
Subsequently thereto, the President appointed the following to form the Petroleum Products Control 
Board: 
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Gabriel A. Daza, Chairman; Andres Borromeo, Vice Chairman; Marciano S. Angeles and 
Manuel I. Felizardo, Members; and Gonzalo T. Abaya, Secretary. 

IN other Executive Orders the President: 

1. Eliminated from the territory of the City of Greater Manila the municipalities of Caloocan, 
San Juan, Mandaluyong, Makati, Pasay and Paranaque and restored them to their former status as 
municipalities of the Province of Rizal (Executive Order No. 58). 

2. Created the Metropolitan Transportation Service (METRAN), under the supervision and 
control of the Secretary of Public Works and Communications, to take charge of the operation and 
maintenance of the Civilian Emergency Transportation (CET) and take over the administration of the 
establishment known as the “Ordinance Commercial Vehicle Unit,” which the United States Army is 
transferring to the Commonwealth of the Philippines together with all its facilities, equipment and 
parts and civilian personnel (Executive Order No. 59).

GENERAL of the Army Douglas MacArthur announced on August 22 that starting September 1, 
1945, all participation of the United States Army in the Philippines in the civil administration of 
the Philippine Commonwealth will be discontinued “as no longer necessary.” However, the Army, 
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according to the General, will continue furnishing assistance in the maintenance of public order and 
the restoration of essential public utilities and other engineering works. 

In this connection it was also announced that censorship of Philippine newspapers will likewise 
be discontinued beginning September 1, 1945. 

UNDER instructions from President Harry S. Truman to make a survey of Philippine health and 
welfare problems, United States War Manpower Commissioner Paul V. McNutt, former United States 
High Commissioner in the Philippines, arrived in Manila by plane on July 20. He was met at the 
airport by General of the Army Douglas MacArthur. 

Commissioner McNutt came with a staff of relief and health experts including General 
William C. Rose, Vice Chairman of the United States War Manpower Commission; Dr. B. K. Westfall, 
Consultant for the Commission’s medical procurement and assignment service; Dr. Robert Honstott, 
medical director of the United States Health Service; and Robert W. Weasley, expert on relief. After 
an 11 -day stay in the Philippines, during which he made trips to the provinces and conferred with 
General MacArthur, President Osmena and Congressional leaders, the Commissioner, with his staff, 
left for the United States on July 31, 1945.

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Official Month in Review: September 1945 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

ON the occasion of his 67th birthday on September 9, President Sergio Osmena was honored by the 
people of Manila with a demonstration on the grounds of Malacanan, and by friends in America with 
a radio program sponsored by the Columbia Broadcasting System. 

Addressing the crowd that gathered at Malacanan, the President outlined the immediate problems 
facing the Filipino people as well as those of a long-range nature. In tackling these problems, according 
to him, the Philippines alone cannot accomplish much. “While indeed the basic efforts must be ours,” 
he said, “still it is evident that without the assistance of the United States no degree of success is 
possible.” He added that to gain that assistance it is essential that the conduct of the Filipino people 
now and in the future be guided by the fundamental principle “that we must retain the confidence, the 
great and constructive sympathy, which America has always shown towards us.” 

United States Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, as the main speaker at the radio program 
in the United States, greeted the Commonwealth Chief Executive in the name of the American 
nation and government. Mr. Ickes declared that he knew President Osmena well enough “to realize 
that today he is looking not backward but forward to the months and years in which the Filipinos 
must cope with the great problems of healing the wounds of war, building anew the magnificent 
cities of the Commonwealth, restoring its farms and industries, and unifying the spirit of its great 
people.” Mr. Ickes also expressed himself strongly in favor of the policy of eliminating from the 
Commonwealth Government those “who basely collaborated with the cruel enemy who sought to 
enslave their people.” 

Earlier in the day the President broadcast a speech to the American people over the national radio 
network of the Columbia Broadcasting System. In it he declared that the friendship and collaboration 
between the American and the Filipino peoples will be “the cornerstone of Philippine foreign policy in 
the future.” 

United States President Harry S. Truman and former United States High Commissioner to the 
Philippines Frank Murphy headed the list of friends abroad and from all over the Philippines who sent 
personal felicitations to President Osmena. Numerous well-wishers, including leaders and members of 
the Congress of the Philippines and members of the Cabinet and the judiciary, were received by him in 
Malacanan Palace in the morning. In the evening friends honored him with a party. 

ON the eve of his birthday the President: 

1. Granted executive clemency to a number of prisoners at Muntinglupa. 

2. Urged the Congress of the Philippines to enact measures: (a) increasing the rates of the income 
tax on individuals and the tax on corporations; (b) increasing the basic residence tax on individuals 
and corporations and the optional residence tax; (c) creating a Commission on Reparations to 
determine ways and means of securing indemnity for losses caused by the Japanese armed forces in the 
Philippines. 

3. Returned unsigned to Congress, for the revision and amendment of some of its provisions. 
Senate Bill No. 27 creating a People’s Court and an Office of Special Prosecutors for the prosecution 
and trial of crimes against national security committed during the war. 

LEGISLATION on matters concerning Philippine reconstruction and rehabilitation was urged by the 
President in separate special messages sent during the month to the Congress of the Philippines. 
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Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Public Works and Communications, the President 
on August 25 asked Congress to approve three bills appropriating a total of P334,891,000 to push 
through an immediate public works program and a vast long-range program of reconstruction. The 
first bill sets aside the sum of P22,834,000 for the maintenance and repair of existing public works; the 
second appropriates P34,057,000 to supplement the first, and provides for projects indispensable to 
the nation’s speedy return to normalcy, particularly the construction of irrigation systems; and the third 
appropriates P278,000,000 for the rehabilitation of public improvements in accordance with a basic 
plan covering a long period of years. 

On September 7 the President requested Congress to pass a measure providing for the settlement 
of the Commonwealth Government’s outstanding obligations in order to maintain the government’s 
“good credit standing here and abroad and to preserve the faith of the people in its ability to fulfill 
its obligations.” Outstanding obligations of the Philippine Government, according to the President, 
amount to P289,856,657.02 and consist mainly of sinking fund installments on bonds issued by the 
Government, interests in arrears on the same bonds, accumulated retirement gratuities and pensions, 
fiduciary and depository fund obligations, accounts payable, treasury warrants payable and postal 
money order funds. 

Two other messages sent to Congress by the President on the same date urged: (1) the 
appropriation of P2, 941, 000 from the Excise Tax Fund for the promotion of Philippine agricultural 
industries; and (2) the enactment of a bill extending both the period for the filing of tax returns 
corresponding to past years and that for the payment of taxes on such returns, and suspending the 
running of interests on these taxes. 

The President also recommended to Congress the approval of an act providing for the participation 
of the Commonwealth Government in the International Monetary Fund and the International Bank 
under the Bretton Woods agreement, to which the Philippines was one of the signatories in July, 1944. 
Investment of the Philippine Government in the International Bank is $15,000,000. 

THE President on September 3 issued Executive Order No. 65 authorizing the Solicitor-General to 
order the provisional release on bail of persons interned or detained by the Commander-in-Chief of 
the United States Army Forces in the Philippines and now being delivered to the Commonwealth 
Government for trial and disposal of their respective cases in accordance with the laws of the 
Commonwealth. All internees or detainees so released shall be investigated and prosecuted under the 
direction and control of the Solicitor-General, according to the Order. 

In other Executive Orders issued during the month the President: 

1. Created a Council of State “to advise the Chief Executive in such matters of public policy as he 
may from time to time lay before it.” The Council shall be presided by the President of the Philippines 
and shall consist of the President of the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the Heads 
of the Executive Departments, the Secretary to the President and such other persons as may from time 
to time be appointed and summoned by the President. (Executive Order No. 63.) 

2. Established a National War Crimes Office charged with the responsibility, jointly with the 
United States National War Crimes Office, of accomplishing the speedy and just punishment of 
Japanese war criminals guilty of atrocities, cruelties and acts of oppression against the people and 
armed forces of the Philippines, the citizens and armed forces of the United States of America in the 
Philippines, and the citizens of other of the United Nations. According to the order, the National 
War Crimes Office will be under the direction of the Judge Advocate General. (Executive Order 
No. 64.) 
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BY virtue of the authority vested in him by Joint Resolution No. 5, of the Congress of the Philippines, 
the President issued an Administrative Order (No. 19) creating a Committee to study ways and means 
to pay the back salaries, gratuities, bonuses or other emoluments of the officials and employees of 
the Government, its instrumentalities and dependencies, covering the period from January 1, 1942, to 
February 26, 1945. 

The Committee shall be composed of the following: 

Commissioner of the Budget Ismael Mathay, Chairman, representing the Secretary of Finance; 
Auditor Marciano del Rosario, of the Agricultural and Industrial Bank, Member, representing the 
Auditor General; and Officer-in-Charge Mariano Gonzalez, of the Civil Service representing the 
Commissioner of Civil Service. 

By another Administrative Order (No. 20) the President designated the Director of Public Welfare 
his official representative to act for and on behalf of the Commonwealth Government in dealing 
with the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration in all matters pertaining to the 
procurement, allocation and distribution of the supplies and equipment from said entity, as well as to 
supervise the distribution of said supplies and equipment through the different Departments and units 
of the Commonwealth Government so as to insure their proper and equitable disposition. 

The President also recreated the National Housing Commission provided for in Commonwealth 
Act No. 648 to put into effect the national housing program of the Commonwealth Government. 
Named to form the Commission were: Dr. Bienvenido Gonzales, Salvador Araneta, Faustino Aguilar, 
C. M. Hoskins and Tomas Mapua.

Ambrosio Magsaysay and Manuel Manosa as Acting Manager and Acting Assistant Manager, 
respectively, of the Metropolitan Water District. 

Casimiro Pagsanghan as Acting Treasurer of the National Power Corporation. 

The President also appointed a number of Judges of First Instance and Assistant Fiscals for the 
City of Manila. 

“THE Jones Law is the first monument to America’s noble mission of making possible the creation of a 
new independent nation in the Orient,” declared President Osmena in a statement issued on August 29 
on the occasion of the 29th anniversary of the passage of the Jones Act. This legislation, according to 
the President, has no counterpart in the political annals of the world because it not only bestowed upon 
the Filipino people a new organic law granting a large measure of self-government, but also embodied 
“the solemn pledge of the American people that we would in due time enjoy the blessings of freedom.” 

THE Senate of the Philippines on August 30 unanimously ratified the Charter of the United Nations. 
Three days before President Osmena had personally appeared before that body to deliver a copy of the 
Charter and ask for its ratification. 
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“It is indeed a happy coincidence,” the President said in a brief speech, “that when the Senate 
is called upon to exercise, for the first time in our history, its constitutional authority to ratify 
an international agreement, it should be this new Magna Charta which brings the Philippines into 
fellowship with all the peace-loving nations of the earth.” 

THE Commission on Appointments of the Congress of the Philippines confirmed, among others, the 
following ad interim appointments:

UNITED States President Harry S. Truman on September 6 appointed War Manpower Commissioner 
Paul V. McNutt United States High Commissioner to the Philippines. 

Commenting on the appointment, President Osmena, in a statement issued on September 7, said: 
“The appointment of a high American representative for the few months that intervene between 
now and the establishment of the Philippine Republic shows how great is America’s interest in working 
with us to restore normalcy and to bring our country back to the road of progress from which the war 
has deflected us.” 

THE United States Treasury Department on September 6 issued Philippine General Ficense No. 2 
under which foreign nationals residing in the Philippines, except Germans and Japanese, will be able 
to deal freely in their Philippine assets, unless special action is taken by the Department to block their 
accounts. 

At the same time the Department issued Philippine General Ficense No. 3 making it possible for 
persons in the Philippines to send out instructions for the maintenance, preservation, management, 
sale or investment of their properties in the Western Hemisphere and the United Kingdom without 
obtaining further Treasury licenses. 

AT a ceremony attended by President Osmena and other high government officials of the 
Commonwealth, high church dignitaries and ranking officers of the United States Army and Navy, 
General of the Army Douglas Mac Arthur on August 25 was conferred the degree of Doctor of Taws 
honoris causa by the University of Santo Tomas. 

In his acceptance speech General MacAruthur paid tribute to the University as “the bulwark of 
Christianity in the East.” He said that for four hundred years “the soul of the university has maintained 
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its great and noble influence upon the generations who have lived and died,” erecting the indestructible 
foundation upon which the faith of the Filipino people, born of Christianity and Democracy, has rested 
during the critical period of the war. 

COLONEL S. L. Huff, until recently Civil Affairs Liaison Officer at Malacanan, announced that 
upon the closing of the Civil Affairs Liaison Office on September 1, functions of the same have been 
delegated as follows:

3. All requests for CIC clearance will be handled direct between the CIC and the Secretary to the 
President’s office. 

4. All requests requiring the approval of the Liaison Officer (limited emergency supplies to 
the Philippine Government) will be sent to Colonel Huff in the Deputy Chief of Staff’s office. This 
procedure will be followed until another officer has been designated to such authority. 

5. Matters pertaining to the leasing of land to the Army by the Commonwealth Government will 
be handled by Real Estate Section, AFWESPAC, through G-5 AFWESPAC. 

6. All messages for transmission will be sent to G-5 AFWESPAC. 

7. All miscellaneous correspondence will be sent to the General Purchasing Board, AFPAC 
(Attention: Major Pearlman), Trade and Commerce Building.

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Official Month in Review: October 1945 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

PRESIDENT Sergio Osmena, on the afternoon of September 26, left by plane for Washington, D.C., to 
confer with United States President Harry S. Truman and United States cabinetmen and congressional 
leaders on financial and economic measures for the relief, reconstruction and rehabilitation of the 
Philippines. While in Washington the President will continue to exercise all the functions of his office 
as if he were in Philippine territory, according to Executive Order No. 67 issued before his departure. 
Prescribing instructions to be followed in the conduct of public affairs during the President’s absence, 
the Order authorizes the Secretary to the President: (1) to sign, as heretofore, all papers that are 
ordinarily signed by him by or under the authority of the President; (2) to preside the Cabinet’s weekly 
meetings; and (3) to preside over all official ceremonies and to receive and return official calls of 
American and foreign dignitaries in behalf and in representation of the President. 

FULL military honors, including the 19-gun salute, were accorded President Osmena upon his 
arrival at the National Airport in Washington, D. C., on September 29. He was greeted by a number 
of United States officials, among whom were United States High Commissioner to the Philippines 
Paul V. McNutt, Acting Secretary of the Interior A. Fortas, Chief of Philippine Affairs in the State 
Department Frank Lockhart, Chairman Myllard E. Tydings, of the Senate Insular Affairs Committee, 
and Chairman C. Jasper Bell, of the House Insular Affairs Committee. Escorted by Brigadier General 
Carlos P. Romulo, Philippine Resident Commissioner to the United States, the President reviewed the 
guard of honor at the airfield, and then proceeded to Blair House, across from the State Department, 
the customary residence for high visiting dignitaries. 

Two days after his arrival, President Osmena conferred with President Truman at the White House 
on plans for making the Philippines ready for independence and measures for financial assistance to the 
Philippines. Present at the conference were American and Filipino government leaders, including High 
Commissioner McNutt, Acting Secretary of the Interior Fortas and Resident Commissioner Romulo. 

Declaring that he did not intend to consider advancing the proclamation of Philippine 
independence to a date earlier than July 4, 1946, President Truman on October 3, two days after his 
conference with President Osmena, issued the following formal statement at a press conference in the 
White House: 


“It would be neither just nor fair to the loyal people of the Philippines who have been 
our brothers in war as well as in peace to proclaim their independence until the necessary 
program for rehabilitation has been worked out and until there has been a determination of 
the fundamental problems involved in our mutual relationship after independence. 

“To assist in the orderly working out of these problems, I am taking the opportunity to 
state that I do not intend to consider advancing the proclamation of Philippine independence 
to a date earlier than July 4, 1946, until necessary measures which I have outlined have been 
taken.” 

Upon issuing the statement President Truman announced to the newsmen that he proposed 
to confer again with President Osmena “to formulate a broad program for this government with 
respect to the Philippines.” The program, according to him, “will reflect the traditional friendship of 
the peoples of the United States and the Philippines and will take account of the heroic conduct of 
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the Filipinos during the war.” In preparation for the conference President Truman had asked High 
Commissioner McNutt and Acting Secretary Fortas to consult with President Osmena “on all matters 
of mutual interest.” 

Commenting on President Truman’s statement, President Osmena said that it demonstrated that 
the United States “is approaching our problems as it always has during our many years of fruitful 
association — sympathetically and constructively.” He expressed the confidence that the Philippine 
rehabilitation problems would be solved “with dispatch and justice.” 

On October 12 President Osmena held individual conferences with prominent United States 
Congressional leaders, including Speaker Sam Rayburn, Majority Floor Leader of the House Joseph 
Martin, Senator Carl Hayden and Congressman C. Jasper Bell, sponsor of two bills designed to 
assist Philippine economy recently referred to the House Ways and Means Committee for immediate 
consideration. One of these bills provides for 20 years of free trade between the United States and the 
Philippines. The other provides for the release of some $31,000,000 now in the United States Treasury 
to the credit of the Philippines. 

Accompanied by Resident Commissioner Romulo, President Osmena on October 15 also 
conferred with Senator James O. Eastland, Chairman of the Senate Immigration Committee, and 
urged favorable action by the Committee on the Filipino naturalization bill passed by the House on 
April 17, 1945. The President pointed out during the conference that the recent signing by President 
Truman of the bill authorizing the enlistment of 50,000 Filipino scouts to replace American 
troops in the occupation of Japan is an important consideration for immediate action on the 
naturalization bill. 

By the month’s end President Osmena was scheduled to hold another series of important 
conferences and to address the members of the House Insular Affairs Committee on the political and 
economic conditions in the Philippines. 

ON the eve of his departure for Washington, D. C., President Osmena signed Commonwealth Act 
No. 682, creating a People’s Court and an Office of Special Prosecutors for the prosecution and trial of 
crimes against national security committed during World War II. 

“With the signing of this bill,” the President said, “we can assure the Filipino people and the 
whole world that all who are accused of collaboration with the enemy will be tried by the processes of 
law and justice, which are as firmly established here as they are elsewhere in the world.” 

Immediately after signing the bill, the President announced the following appointments for the 
People’s Court and the Office of Special Prosecutors: 

Leopoldo Rovira as Presiding Judge, and Ricardo Nepomuceno, Arsenio P. Dizon, Florentino 
Saguin, Pompeyo Diaz, Fortunato Borromeo Veloso, Jose Bernabe, Jose S. Bautista, Salvador Abad 
Santos, Emilio Rilloraza, Antonio Quirino, Tiburcio Tancinco, Jose P. Veluz and Clementino V. Diez as 
Associate Judges of the People’s Court. 

Majors Ramon Nolasco, Ferdinand Marcos, Ramon Sunico and Mateo Nonato, Captains 
Lamberto Macias and Domiciano Lambo, Macario Peralta, Carlos B. Hilado, V. D. Carpio, Arsenio 
Solidum, Juan R. Liwag, Jose T. Surtida, Ignacio Debuque, Emmanuel Pelaez and Magno Gatmaitan as 
Special Prosecutors in the Office of Special Prosecutors. 

IN order that the Congress of the Philippines “may consider and pass the 1946 Appropriation Bill, 
the public works bills and the bill increasing the number of Judges of First Instance,” the President, 
in a proclamation (No. 15) issued on September 20, called that body in special session for a period of 
10 days commencing September 22. Subsequently the President amended the said proclamation so as 
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to allow Congress “to consider such other measures as may be submitted to it by him aside from those 
specified therein.” 

By proclamation also the President: 

1. Exempted from import duty commodities and supplies received from the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration or other relief organization for the relief of the people of the 
Philippines. (Proclamation No. 14.) 

2. Directed the surrender of all unlicensed arms and ammunitions. (Proclamation No. 17.) 

3. Declared October 20, 1945, first anniversary of the landing of the American forces of liberation 
on Philippine soil, a special national holiday. 

TWO Executive Orders concerning the Philippine guerrilla units were issued by the President during 
the month. The first (Executive Order No. 68) decrees that all unrecognized guerrilla units be disbanded 
and its members return to their homes and engage in their normal civilian pursuits, without prejudice 
to the continuance of recognition of such guerilla units as can produce evidence that they effectively 
resisted the Japanese. The second (Executive Order No. 69) creates two awards, the “Resistance 
Movement Medal” and the “Resistance Movement Diploma,” to be given “to any person, regardless 
of nationality, who has taken active part in the resistance movement in the Philippines or has given aid, 
comfort and sustenance to that movement.”

THE President on October 15 signed the following bills: 

Senate Bill No. 6, authorizing the redemption of Philippine National Bank notes. 

Senate Bill No. 23, regulating house rentals. 

House Bill No. 48, changing the name of the municipality of Indan, Camarines Norte, to 
Vinzons. 

House Bill No. 451, granting Mrs. Manuel L. Quezon a life pension. 

House Bill No. 485, creating the Agricultural Machinery and Equipment Corporation. 

House Bill No. 546, creating the Bureau of Labor. 

House Bill No. 589, providing for the rehabilitation, liquidation and dissolution of delinquent 
insurance companies. 

House Bill No. 608, authorizing the participation of the Philippine Commonwealth 
Government in the International Monetary Fund and the International Bank. 

House Bill No. 88, providing for the distribution of public agricultural lands in lots of 
8 hectares. 

House Bill No. 327, converting the Municipal District of Allacapan, Cagayan, into a 
municipality. 
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House Bill No. 580, prescribing safety rules for persons employed in mine quarries. 

House Bill No. 557, appropriating funds for the National Government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1946. 

House Bill No. 607, reorganizing the Manila Police Department. 

ON the afternoon of September 23 the President received in Malacanan a delegation of the Democratic 
Alliance, representing around 30 labor organizations of peasants and factory workers from the 
provinces of Central Luzon. The delegation presented to him a memorial demanding a number of 
social and political reforms. In answer to this memorial the President delivered before the delegation 
a brief speech pledging every legitimate endeavor of his Administration to the establishment of the 
reforms demanded by the Alliance. 

“No program of economic betterment,” the President declared, “can be solved upon any other 
basis than the improvement of the lot of the ordinary citizen. I have said it before, and I say it again 
now, that the citizen’s Bill of Political Rights is no longer enough; that there must be, besides it, a Bill 
of Economic Rights. To formulate, adopt and enforce this Bill of Economic Rights, we must stand and 
work together as a people one and indivisible.” 

The next day the President called the Cabinet to a meeting to discuss the petition of the 
Democratic Alliance and appointed a Committee of three, composed of Secretaries Marcelo Adduru, 
of Labor, Dr. Jose C. Locsin, of Health and Public Welfare, and Alfredo Montelibano, of National 
Defense, to study in detail the various demands contained in the memorial and to determine which of 
them should be given preferential attention. 

PRESIDENT Osmena paid tribute to the Office of War Information of the United States Army in the 
Philippines in a speech at the formal opening on September 26 by the OWI of a public library in 
Manila. In the absence of the President, who left that afternoon for the United States, the speech was 
read by Secretary to the President Jose S. Reyes. 

“Heretofore,” the President said, “the OWI has done excellent work in the Philippines. It 
has been a staunch friend and supporter of our people. It has given us reliable news in the press 
and over the radio. It comforted us through the dark days of our enslavement under the Japanese. 
And now it sets up this library as further positive proof of its usefulness as an agency of America’s 
cultural genius.” 

AT a ceremony held at the Philippine Commonwealth Headquarters in Washington, D. C., President 
Osmena on October 6 awarded the Medal for Valor, the highest decoration in the power of the 
Philippine Government to give, to Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Commander-in-Chief of the Allied 
Naval Forces in the Pacific. The ceremony was attended by United States cabinet officials and high 
ranking officers of the American armed forces. Philippine Resident Commissioner to the United States 
Brigadier General Carlos P. Romulo read the citation. 

On bestowing the award President Osmena said: 

“Admiral Nimitz: On behalf of the Filipino people I present you with this Medal for 
Valor in recognition of your leadership and courage during the war of liberation. This 
decoration is the highest in the power of my people to give. We want you and the whole 
world to know that we are grateful to you, to your country and to the brave men who 
fought under your command for your magnificent share in the great victory which restored 
our freedom.” 
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Admiral Nimitz responded as follows: 

“President Osmena: I am very grateful to you and I ask you to convey to the people of 
the Philippines my great pleasure and appreciation in receiving this medal you awarded which 
I accept on behalf of the officers and men of the Pacific fleet whose sacrifices and resolution 
are responsible for victory. You will find the people in the Pacific Ocean area are just as glad as 
the Filipinos are in their liberation.” 

ON the occasion of the 38th anniversary of the First Philippine Assembly, President Osmena on 
October 16 issued a statement calling on the Filipino people “to unite in accomplishing the great work 
started so many years ago.” 

“As we face the future amid the dire aftermath of a bitterly destructive war,” the President said, 
“the world is again watching the Philippines for we face the greatest test in all our history — whether 
this nation, conceived in self-respect and dedicated to the principles of freedom, democracy and the 
right of the common man, can rise out of the ashes and build a land of promise for all.”

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

IN a message issued on the eve of the 10th anniversary of the Commonwealth of the Philippines, 
November 15, President Sergio Osmena asked the Filipino people “to recall our past progress and to 
rededicate ourselves to the spirit of national unity and patriotism out of which we can build a strong, 
prosperous, healthy Philippines.” The last ten years of Commonwealth Government, according to the 
President, have been crucial years during which the country was placed on its mettle before the world. 
“In years to come,” he said, “as we confront the problems of reconstruction and rehabilitation, we 
shall still be on our mettle — before our own conscience and before the world.” 

United States President Harry S. Truman led prominent officials of the United States Government 
in congratulating President Osmena and the Filipino people on the occasion of the Commonwealth 
anniversary. Besides a personal message to the Philippine Chief Executive, he issued a formal statement 
declaring that the Filipino people are spiritually worthy of independence. “They have won their spurs 
as a nation,” read the statement. “We will honor our promise and our pledges to them. The United 
States stands ready to aid the heroes of the Philippines in every way we can.” 

In a radio address congratulating the Filipino people, United States High Commissioner to 
the Philippines Paul V. McNutt asserted that the Philippines, a geographical part of the Orient, 
is “a spiritual part of America.” He said: “The Philippines is America’s opportunity to demonstrate 
democracy-in-action to all peoples of the Orient.” 

Senator Millard E. Tydings, Chairman of the Committee on Territories and Insular Affairs of the 
United States Senate, in his message paid tribute to the Filipino people for having pursued a pattern 
of progress for a decade “in the face of the most trying conditions.” He said that the Filipinos were so 
convinced of the basic wisdom of the orderly processes of law emanating from the Constitution of the 
Philippine Commonwealth “that they have withstood privation and sufferings unsurpassed anywhere 
in a world at war.” 

The Commonwealth’s anniversary was observed here and abroad. Filipinos in Washington, D. C., 
led by President Osmena, prepared a special dinner for the occasion. In Manila a program was held 
in the afternoon under the auspices of the City Government and with the cooperation of Base X of 
the United States Army. Main speaker of the occasion was Acting Secretary of the Interior Alfredo 
Montelibano, and guest of honor was Mrs. Sergio Osmena who headed a list of other special guests 
including high ranking officers of the United States Army and Navy. In the evening another program 
was broadcast over the local radio station with Secretary to the President Jose S. Reyes delivering a 
speech on the significance of the day. 

ACCOMPANIED by United States High Commissioner to the Philippines Paul V. McNutt and 
Philippines Resident Commissioner in the United States Carlos P. Romulo, President Osmena on 
November 14 conferred with President Truman on the pending proposals regarding war damage 
compensation for the Filipino people, mutually advantageous trade relations between the United States 
and the Philippines after independence, and equitable adjustments of base pay for Philippine Army 
enlisted men inducted into the United States Army during the liberation campaign. President Truman 
according to a White House statement released after the conference, gave assurances of support to 
such proposals “ever mindful of the special relationship existing between the American people and the 
Filipino people, the long standing friendship between them, and the sincere desire of the administration 
to help the Philippines get back on her feet.” 
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A week or so before this conference President Osmena had appeared before an executive 
session of the Committee on Territories and Insular Affairs of the United States Senate to plead for 
immediate aid to the Philippines. In response to this plea, the Committee cleared the way for prompt 
Senate action on the Tydings omnibus bill on relief to the Philippines by eliminating therefrom the 
provision concerning future trade relations between the United States and the Philippines, and 
including provisions authorizing the payment of war damage compensation to the Filipino people and 
the transfer of surplus war materials and all enemy property to the Commonwealth of the Philippines. 
President Osmena had expressed his preference for the more liberal provisions of the Bell measure 
granting 20 years of free trade between the United States and the Philippines. 

In his speech before the Committee President Osmena said that the approval of the Tydings bill 
will materially assist the Filipino people in rebuilding their homes and restoring their industries. “The 
lives of my people,” he declared, “depend on your action — indeed the life of the nation depends on it.” 

SPEAKING before the Herald-Tribune Forum held in New York City on October 29, President Osmena 
declared that the Philippine Commonwealth, in demanding America’s aid, was not asking for charity 
but only for the fulfillment of obligations which America already had assumed. The commitment 
which America made to the Philippines when she undertook to protect Philippine independence and 
to establish air and naval bases in the Islands for mutual security, involved, according to the President, 
something more than the mere building and maintenance of those bases. “It involves,” he said, 
“a network of roads and communications to make those bases worthwhile, and it involves assurance 
of a peaceful and prospering hinterland to make those bases firm.” 

THE President vetoed the bill providing for the nationalization of retail trade, enacted by the Congress 
of the Philippines at its last 10-day special session. Explaining his action, the Chief Executive declared 
that “retail trade is not such an occupation that the interests of the public would be imperilled if aliens 
were allowed to participate in it.” Filipino citizens, according to him, should have a controlling hand in 
the country’s economic life, but the method that should be employed must be “reasonable, lawful and 
not conducive to international ill-feeling.” 

Also vetoed by the President were: (1) the bill providing for the nationalization of labor; (2) the 
bill for the rehabilitation of Philippine banks; (3) the bill creating the National Urban Planning 
Commission; (4) the bill creating the Institute of Nutrition; and (5) the bill establishing a Mutual 
Building and Loan Association. 

FOR the purposes of the debt moratorium decreed in Executive Order No. 25, the President issued 
a proclamation declaring all provinces and chartered cities in the Philippines freed from enemy 
occupation and control. In two other proclamations the President: (1) ordered the return to standard 
time throughout the Philippines beginning December 1, 1945; and (2) declared November 22 National 
Thanksgiving Day.

Guillermo Arcebal as Acting Purchasing Agent. 
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Amado Jacinto as Acting Director of the Bureau of Printing. 

Alejo Aquino as Acting City Engineer of Manila. 

UPON orders of General of the Army Douglas MacArthur, Lieutenant General W. D. Styer, 
Commanding General of the American Forces in the Western Pacific, appointed Major General 
Basilio J. Valdes, Chief-of- Staff of the Philippine Army, member of the United States Military 
Commission now trying war criminals in the Philippines. Major General Valdes was later designated 
Chairman of the Commission. 

Major General Valdes’ appointment to the military tribunal leaves vacant the position of Chief-of- 
Staff of the Philippine Army. Brigadier General Rafael Jalandoni, Deputy Chief-of- Staff, is temporarily 
occupying it. 

PRESIDENT Truman sent President Osmena a letter notifying him of his approval of House Bill 176, 
enacted by the First Philippine Congress, which provides for a reduction of the required gold coverage 
of Philippine currency. The United States Chief Executive emphasizes, however, that his approval of 
the measure must not be constructed as “an approval of the presence in the Philippine Congress of any 
person who has given to the enemy or his policies.” 

REAFFIRMING that the Philippines would be given her independence on July 4, 1946, United States 
High Commissioner to the Philippines Paul V. McNutt, in a press conference in Washington, D. C., 
on the eve of his departure for the Philippines declared that the extent to which America lived up to 
her promises would be judged in the court of world opinion. “We must not let the example of the 
Philippines,” he asserted, “to be thrown at our face as an illustration of international hypocrisy or 
irresponsibility.”

Official Month in Review: December 1945 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

RETURNING from a mission to the United States in the interest of Philippine relief, rehabilitation, 
reconstruction, President Sergio Osmena was given a popular welcome on the afternoon of November 21 . 
At Nichols Field, where he arrived by plane, he was accorded military honors, including a 19-gun salute, 
and was greeted by a Reception Committee made up of Cabinet members and Congressional leaders. He 
was also met by high United States Army and Navy officers in the Philippines, among them Lieutenant 
General W. D. Styer and Vice Admiral J. L. Kauffman. From the airport the President proceeded to Plaza 
Miranda where he addressed a mammoth crowd that had gathered there to greet and cheer him. 

President Osmena said that his purpose in going to Washington, D. C., was to secure the 
fulfillment of American commitments to help the Commonwealth in its rehabilitation program and 
in the preparation for the forthcoming Philippine independence. In connection with the rehabilitation 
program he enumerated the different objectives which have already been accomplished, those that 
await action by the United States Congress, and a few that are still under negotiation. 

“The rehabilitation of the Philippines,” the President declared, “is not something that a magician 
can accomplish overnight. It is a process of continuous growth. It involves careful planning, patient 
negotiation, determined execution. It must grow out of a long-range program that will take years to 
accomplish.” He added that he brought back the assurance of full American assistance “as we go about 
the slow, back-breaking tasks of reconstruction.” 

THE President’s main concern on his return from the United States was the holding of a general 
election for all national offices before independence day on July 4, 1946. After a series of conferences 
with Congressional leaders, he issued a proclamation (No. 23) calling the Congress of the Philippines 
in special session (the fourth this year) beginning December 6 to enact legislation fixing the election on 
a date not later than April 30, 1946, and making the necessary provisions to that effect. According to 
the proclamation, a new Congress, the successor of the present incumbent of the presidency, and a Vice 
President will have to be elected and installed before independence is proclaimed. 

BY a subsequent proclamation (No. 29) the President extended the period of Congress’ Fourth Special 
Session to enable it to consider the rehabilitation of Philippine banks and the determination of the 
validity of transactions during the enemy occupation in the Philippines. 

THE President on November 12 issued Executive Order No. 73, setting aside the sum of P6, 750,000 
for important public works projects, including damaged roads and bridges, government office 
buildings, and river control and port works. 

By another Executive Order (No. 74) the President authorized and directed the organization 
of the Philippine Relief and Rehabilitation Administration created by Commonwealth Act No. 716, 
effective December 1, 1945, and abolished the Emergency Control Administration. The functions, 
activities, funds, equipment and personnel of the latter shall be transferred, according to the order, to 
the new organization. 

In other Executive Orders the President: 

1. Revoked Executive Order No. 20-W, prescribing instructions for the conduct of public affairs 
of the Commonwealth Government in the United States during the absence of the President. (Executive 
Order No. 70.) 
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2. Prohibited during the present emergency the production or manufacture of alcohol or 
fermented or spirituous liquors or any other alcoholic beverage from sugar, sugar cane products, rice, 
corn, sweet potatoes and cassava. (Executive Order No. 71.) 

3. Prescribed that the daily hours of office, exclusive of holidays, in all offices of the Government 
shall be from 8 to 12 in the morning, and from 1 to 4 in the afternoon (Standard Time), provided 
that on Saturdays the hours of office shall be continuous from 8 in the morning to 1 in the afternoon. 
(Executive Order No. 72.) 

BY Administrative Order the President on December 7 authorized the payment of gratuities “to 
loyal and deserving officials and employees of the National Government” who were in the active 
service on December 8, 1941, whether recalled to the service or not. The gratuities shall be equivalent 
to two-months’ basic salary at the rates actually received on the above-mentioned date, and shall be 
paid out of the PI 0,000,000 appropriated in the General Appropriation Act for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1946. 

THE President appointed: 

Brigadier General Rafael Jalandoni, as Chief of Staff, and Colonel Macario Peralta, Jr., as Deputy 
Chief of Staff of the Philippine Army. 

Juan Concon as Deputy Auditor General. 

Vicente G. Sinco as Commissioner of Foreign Relations. 

Mrs. Asuncion Perez as Director of the Bureau of Public Welfare. 

AT a reception given in his honor by the members of the Philippine Association of University Women 
on December 16, President Osmena delivered a speech in which he stressed the need for the moral and 
spiritual rehabilitation of the Filipino people, a task which, according to him, must be taken together 
with the country’s material reconstruction. “I believe,” the Chief Executive said, “that a great crusade 
for moral rehabilitation should be launched — the rehabilitation of private and public virtues. In this 
crusade the Filipino woman has the right and the duty of occupying the very forefront.” 

SPEAKING before the reactivation and citation ceremony of the 803rd Engineer Aviation Battalion 
of the United States Armed Forces in the Western Pacific on December 15, the President paid tribute 
to the American Army engineers and their work during and since the Philippine liberation campaign. 
“When our historians,” he declared, “compile the great story of men who made history in the Pacific, 
they will tell of the exploits of the 803rd Engineer Aviation Battalion.” He also expressed the hope that 
the Battalion “may never again find it necessary to distinguish itself on the field of battle,” but that 
rather it will continue “to find greatness in the rebuilding of a more peaceful world.” 

PRESIDENT Osmena on November 30 led the nation in the observance of National Heroes Day. He 
was the principal speaker at a memorial service held in Camp O’Donnell, Capas, Tarlac, in honor of 
Filipino and American dead all over the Philippines during World War II. 

In paying a tribute of reverence and eternal gratitude to the Filipinos and Americans “who have died 
and given their all to the cause of liberty,” the President enjoined the Filipino people to seek “to be worthy 
of our heroic dead” and to strive to realize their vision of a happy, prosperous and free Philippines. 

ON the occasion of National Heroes Day, November 30, United States High Commissioner to the 
Philippines Paul V. McNutt issued a formal statement lauding the Filipino people’s heroic sacrifices 
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during the last war. “Sacrifices,” he said, “made by an entire people during these four years are as great 
a tribute to idealism, patriotism and unselfishness as ever has been erected in all history.” 

PROMINENT arrivals in Manila during the month were: 

United States High Commissioner to the Philippines Paul V. McNutt and his staff of advisers, by 
plane from the United States on November 24. 

United States Ambassador to China General of the Army George C. Marshall, former Chief 
of Staff of the United States Armed Forces, by plane from the United States enroute to Chungking, 
December 19. 

Edwin Pauley, Special Reparations Ambassador of President Harry S. Truman, by plane from 
Japan on December 10, to discuss with High Commissioner McNutt Philippine aspects of the 
reparations question. 

Mrs. Manuel L. Quezon, widow of the late Commonwealth President, and her children, by plane 
from the United States on November 21. 

In honor of High Commissioner McNutt, President Osmena on the evening of November 26 gave 
a reception at Malacanan Palace. 

ON the afternoon of December 4, Major General Basilio J. Valdes, retiring Chief of Staff of the 
Philippine Army, was awarded by the Commonwealth Government the Bronze Clasp with two 
Anahaw Leaves “for eminently meritorious and valuable service to the Commonwealth.” 

MEMORIAL services in honor of the Chief Justice Jose Abad Santos, of the Supreme Court of the 
Philippines, who was killed by the Japanese on May 7, 1942, were held on December 2 under the 
auspices of the high tribunal. President and Mrs. Osmena, high government officials, members of the 
bench and bar and the family attended the services. These were opened with the presentation and 
unveiling of a portrait of Chief Justice Abad Santos by Attorney Francisco Delgado. Speakers were 
Senate President Manuel Roxas, Associate Justice Roman Ozaeta, Acting Secretary of Justice Ramon 
Quisumbing, Judges Alfonso Felix and Manuel Camus, and Attorneys J. Antonio Araneta, Eugene 
Perkins and Vicente Francisco.

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Official Month in Review: January 1946

PRESIDENT Sergio Osmena during the month made two new appointments to his Cabinet. The first 
was that of Ramon Quisumbing as Secretary of Justice, and the second, that of Francisco Benitez as 
Secretary of Instruction. He likewise appointed Marciano Roque as Undersecretary of the Interior, Jose 
Hilario as Undersecretary of Finance, and Roberto Concepcion as Undersecretary of Justice. 

BY Executive Order (No. 79) the President on December 17 created a Quezon Memorial Committee to 
take charge of a nation-wide campaign to raise funds for the erection of a national monument in honor 
of the late Commonwealth President Manuel L. Quezon, as well as the selection of the most suitable 
site on which to erect the same. Appointed to form the Committee were: Acting Secretary of the 
Interior Alfredo Montelibano as Chairman; Tomas Morato, Pedro J. Velasco, Antonio Paguia, Angel 
Marin, Antonio Rivero, and Gil J. Puyat as Members; Pedro C. Hernaez as Treasurer; and Colonel 
Artemio Nabor as Executive Secretary. 

In a proclamation (No. 32) issued simultaneously with this Order, the President designated 
January 2, 1946, as the date for the commencement of the campaign until a total of at least P250,000 
shall have been raised. 

ALSO by Executive Order the President: 

1. Appropriated the sum of P7, 000, 000 for the payment to officials and employees of the 
National, provincial, city and municipal governments, and of the corporations or companies owned 
and controlled by the Government the same gratuities granted to other officials and employees of the 
National Government under Administrative Order No. 27. (Executive Order No. 83.) 

2. Prescribed that all government official correspondence on matters affecting the relations of the 
Government of the Philippines with the United States and foreign countries be coursed through the 
Office of Foreign Relations. (Executive Order No. 84.) 

3. Created the Government Procurement Commission, composed of the Secretary to the President 
as Chairman, and the Secretary of Public Works and Communications and the Commissioner of the 
Budget as Members, to requisition, receive, distribute and allocate all excess materials, equipment, 
tools, machinery, supplies and other property which may be ceded, transferred, assigned or otherwise 
made available to the Government of the Philippines by the Government of the United States. 
(Executive Order No. 85.) 

A COMMITTEE to study the problem pertaining to gratuities which may be granted further to loyal 
and deserving officials, employees and laborers of the Commonwealth Government was created by 
the President in an Administrative Order (No. 29) issued on December 24. The Committee shall be 
composed of Secretary of Finance Jaime Hernandez as Chairman; and Acting Secretary of the Interior 
Alfredo Montelibano, Secretary of Labor Marcelo Adduru, Mayor Juan Nolasco, of the City of 
Manila, and Vice President Domingo T. Dikit, of the Philippine National Bank, as Members. 

Another Committee created by the President (Administrative Order No. 30) was charged with 
the holding of a music contest in connection with Independence Day, and making arrangements for the 
presentation of the prizes in an appropriate ceremony. It shall be composed of Secretary of Instruction 
Francisco Benitez as Chairman; Ramon Tapales, Jovita Fuentes, Maria Lopez-Vito, Trinidad F. Legarda, 
Antonio J. Molina, and Luis Valencia as Members; and Alfredo Robles as Secretary. 
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IN a speech before the Manila Rotary Club at its weekly luncheon on December 20, the President 
outlined briefly the accomplishments of the Commonwealth Government since liberation, and declared 
that the country is well on the way to recovery and stabilization. The task of reconstruction which 
has already begun involves, according to him, a long-range program of material rebuilding and moral 
rehabilitation in which the whole-hearted cooperation of all is needed, particularly the leaders of 
business. 

ON Rizal Day, December 30, the President issued a statement declaring that on the eve of the 
establishment of the Philippine Republic “we should turn our thoughts to the life of Rizal and seek 
from it the inspiration that we need to make ourselves a nation worthy of its name.” He added: “May 
the memory of this greatest of Filipinos serve as our guide in the stony path of freedom which we shall 
soon tread alone. With Rizal to guide us, we cannot fail.” 

CHRISTMAS and New Year messages were exchanged by President Osmena with United States 
President Harry S. Truman, Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers Douglas MacArthur, 
United States Ambassador to China George C. Marshall, United States Secretary of the Navy James 
Forrestal, Fleet Admiral Chester Nimitz, and Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, President of the 
Chinese Republic. 

On the morning of January 1, President and Mrs. Osmena entertained at Malacanan friends 
who called to convey their New Year’s greetings. The list of visitors was headed by United States High 
Commissioner to the Philippines Paul V. McNutt, and included high Philippine and American officials, 
United States Army and Navy officers, political leaders, businessmen and society matrons. 

On New Year’s eve the President granted executive clemency to 14 insular prisoners. 

FROM his headquarters in Tokyo, Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers Douglas MacArthur 
on New Year’s eve sent the Filipino people a message counseling them to move forward to meet the 
challenge of the future as magnificently as they have met that of the past. “Confronted,” the message 
read, “with the pressing problems of building anew amid the ruins left in war’s wake, and at the 
same time entering upon your destiny as a member of the Nations of the World, you face a task the 
magnitude of which demands the dedication of all your faith and all your strength as a people.” 

SPEAKING before the Manila Rotary Club on January 10, United States High Commissioner to the 
Philippines Paul V. McNutt urged the eradication of feudalism in the Philippines and the establishment 
of an economic democracy. This can be achieved, according to him, through the restoration of the 
agrarian economy crushed by the last war and the diversification of Philippine economy so that the 
benefits of rehabilitation and reconstruction will flow down to all the people in equal measure. 

Commissioner McNutt added that “rehabilitation takes on deeper meaning in the context of 
approaching independence,” and that the United States is doing its part “in going all the way” in order 
to help the Philippines become a successful and free republic. 

IN a press statement issued in Washington, D. C., on December 6, Philippines Resident Commissioner 
Carlos P. Romulo announced that the Commonwealth Government has completed legislative 
arrangements for adherence to the Bretton Woods Agreements. He said that the Philippines was in 
precisely the same position as the United States and a number of other countries which have adopted 
the necessary legislation and are ready to sign the formal agreement. 
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ARRIVALS in Manila during the month included: 

United States Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson, from Shanghai on January 16, in the course of 
an inspection tour of United States installations in the Pacific area. 

Walter R. Hutchinson, Special Assistant to the United States Attorney General Thomas C. 
Clark, from the United States on January 3, under instructions from President Truman to study the 
collaborationist question in the Philippines. 

Colonel Owen Black, Acting Manager of the United States Veterans’ Administration Office in 
the Philippines, from the United States on January 4, to make a comprehensive survey of the veterans’ 
question. 

William Cameron Forbes, former Governor General of the Philippines (1905-1907), from the 
United States on December 25, on a 10-day visit as house guest of President and Mrs. Osmena at 
Malacanan. 

Dr. Maximo M. Kalaw, former Secretary of Public Instruction and Information, from the United 
States on January 11, after representing the Philippines in several international conferences abroad. 

WITH Professor Ramon Tapales as Director, the Conservatory of Music of the University of the 
Philippines was reopened this month. The Cebu Junior College was also reopened last December, 
according to an announcement made by the Board of Regents of the University of the Philippines.

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

IN LINE with his program of rehabilitation and reconstruction President Sergio Osmena during the 
month authorized the appropriation of P4, 000, 000 to enable three government corporations to carry 
on their activities, and of P13,000,000 for urgent public works projects. The corporations to benefit 
from the P4, 000, 000 appropriation are: (1) the National Coconut Corporation, for which PI, 000, 000 
is set aside; (2) the Agricultural and Industrial Bank, which is to receive, as a loan, P2, 000, 000; 
and (3) the Manila Hotel Company, which is getting, also as a loan, PI, 000, 000. The P13,000,000 
appropriation is to be used mainly in the repair, construction and improvement of public works 
projects which have been destroyed or damaged, or which have been suspended on account of the war. 

ATTENDING to the pressing need for Judges of First Instance, the President on January 31 issued 
Executive Order No. 89 restoring the number of said judges before the Japanese occupation. This was 
followed by appointments to the judiciary, including Judges of First Instance, Judges-at-Large, and 
Cadastral Judges, most of whom had been holding their positions in an acting capacity. 

THE President on February 4 issued an Executive Order (No. 90) amending certain sections of the 
Corporation Law of the Philippines so as to permit the execution, by the Government of the United 
States and its agents, of the powers granted or delegated by the Act of Congress of the United States 
known as the Trading with the Enemy Act, as amended, and Executive Order No. 9095 of the United 
States President. The amendment will particularly allow the Alien Property Custodian to hold, use, 
administer, liquidate, sell or otherwise deal with, in the interest and for the benefit of the United 
States, the title to shares of stock in Philippine corporations owned by Japanese and other enemy 
nationals. 

Commenting on this Order when notified about it in Washington, D. C., United States High 
Commissioner to the Philippines Paul V. McNutt declared that the President’s action was “wise 
and statesmanlike.” The Order, according to him, is essential “for the proper operation of Japanese 
corporations which have been seized by the United Suites Government,” and will make it possible 
for the Alien Property Custodian to press forward “with our program of reviving abaca and other 
industries in which Japanese formerly had such prominent interests.” 

IN response to a plea made by the Commonwealth Government, the Insular Affairs Committee of the 
United States House of Representatives, at an executive hearing on February 15, amended the Bell 
Philippine trade rehabilitation bill so as to provide for a 20-year schedule of progressively increasing 
duties after eight years of free trade. Final action on the amended measure will be taken as soon as it 
is submitted to the House by the Chairman of the Committee and author of the bill, Congressman 
C. Jasper Bell. 

THE President directed Major General Basilio J. Valdes, former Chief-of- Staff of the Philippine Army 
and member of the Military Commission trying Japanese war criminals, and Brigadier General Macario 
Peralta, Jr., Assistant Chief-of-Staff of the Philippine Army, to go to Washington, D. C., to work for 
the extension of the full benefits of the G. I. Bill of Rights to Filipino war veterans. The President 
also instructed them to negotiate the free transfer of United States Army surplus property to the 
Philippine Army. 
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United States President Harry S. Truman on February 21 issued a statement declaring that he 
considers it “the moral obligation of the United States to look after the welfare of Philippine Army 
veterans,” and directing Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson, Veterans’ Administrator Omar Bradley, 
and United States High Commissioner to the Philippines Paul V. McNutt to formulate and submit to 
him, not later than March 15, a plan whereby Filipino veterans will fully share the provisions of the 
G. I. Bill of Rights. The statement was made in connection with President Truman’s approval of a bill 
containing a rider which would bar Filipino veterans from most provisions of the G. I. Bill of Rights. 

IN a radio broadcast to the American people on February 23, United States High Commissioner to the 
Philippines Paul V. McNutt, who is at present in Washington, D. C., working for the speedy passage of 
Philippine rehabilitation measures pending in the United States Congress, called for immediate action 
on said measures and for future American responsibility for the Philippines even after independence on 
July 4. He said that the war had left the Philippines shattered physically and economically, and that the 
Filipino people have been waiting for five months now for the “life-giving” legislation without which 
rehabilitation cannot get under way. He added that independence will not reduce America’s obligation 
to “the wounded war veteran of the American community of peoples.”

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Official Month in Review: March 1946 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

THE Bell bill, which establishes trade relations between the Philippines and the United States after 
independence, was passed by the United States House of Representatives on March 29 and by the 
United States Senate on April 13. The House on April 11 also passed the Tydings war damage bill 
appropriating a total of $520,000,000 for the rehabilitation of the Philippines, and transferring 
$100,000,000 in surplus military property to the Commonwealth government. 

PRESIDENT Sergio Osmena on March 11 issued Executive Order No. 98 creating a National Urban 
Planning Commission to prepare general plans, zoning ordinances and subdivision regulations for the 
reconstruction and future development of urban areas throughout the Philippines. The Commission 
shall have a permanent head to be known as Director of Planning, and shall be composed of a 
Chairman and five members to be appointed for a term of six years. All appointments shall be made 
by the President of the Philippines under whose direct control and supervision the Commission will 
function. 

In another Executive Order (No. 100) the President transferred to the Provost Marshal General of 
the Philippine Army the function of preserving peace and maintaining law and order in the Philippines, 
which has heretofore been vested in the Chief-of-Staff, Philippine Army. The Order, at the same time, 
places the Military Police Command of the Philippine Army, as now organized, together with its 
present officers and enlisted men, under the general supervision and control of the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

APPOINTMENTS and designations made by the President during the month include that of Colonel 
Calixto Duque as Deputy Chief-of-Staff of the Philippine Army, vice Brigadier General Macario 
Peralta, Jr., who is in the United States at present. 

UNITED States Undersecretary of War Kenneth C. Royall and a party of high United States Army 
officers arrived in Manila by plane on March 15 to study property disposal activities and methods 
of reducing the military personnel needed to maintain supplies and equipment. Two days later 
Undersecretary Royall called on President Osmena at Malacanan. 

FROM April 1 to June 15, both dates inclusive, office hours of all Government bureaus and offices, 
including the provincial and municipal governments and Chartered Cities, shall be from 8 a. m. to 
1 p. m., according to Executive Order No. 102 issued by the President on March 20. All offices in the 
City of Baguio, however, whether national, provincial or municipal, are exempted from the provisions 
of the Order.

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Official Month in Review: April 1946 

THE OFFICIAL MONTH IN REVIEW 

AT the national elections held on April 23, Manuel A. Roxas and Elpidio Quirino were elected 
President and Vice President of the Philippines, respectively, for the next four years. In accordance 
with the Election Law, they will assume office on May 28, and their term will expire on 
December 30, 1949. 

In a radio broadcast to the American people on the evening of April 28, President-elect 
Roxas appealed for “American understanding of our difficulties and for the willing and sustained 
cooperation of the American Government.” He said that his administration will welcome the 
assistance of American capital for the development of Philippine resources and will maintain 
stable political and economic conditions to safeguard investments. “I am confident,” he added, 
“that American capital jointly with Filipino capital will find attractive opportunities in the 
Philippines.” 

In another radio speech on the evening of April 30, the newly elected President called on the 
Filipino people to cooperate with the government in solving the reconstruction and rehabilitation 
problems facing the Philippines. “The government alone,” he said, “cannot create the wealth needed 
for the sustenance of the whole nation. This duty devolves upon all our people for their individual 
welfare and our national prosperity.” 

COMMONWEALTH President Sergio Osmena on April 20 issued Executive Order No. 107, 
appropriating the sum of P3, 600, 000 to constitute a special fund for the rehabilitation of domestic 
insurance companies. The fund shall be used to purchase preferred shares of stock of domestic 
insurance companies applying for government assistance and shall be under the management of the 
Financial Rehabilitation Board. 

In a proclamation (No. 36) issued on April 20, the President exempted from import duty rice 
imported by or for the account of the Commonwealth Government or a relief organization designated 
by the Chief Executive of the Philippines. 

UNITED STATES President Harry S. Truman on April 30 signed the Bell bill establishing trade relations 
between the Philippines and the United States after independence, and the Tydings war damage bill 
appropriating a total of $520,000,000 for the rehabilitation of the Philippines. 

FORMER United States President Herbert Hoover, President Truman’s special envoy on a world 
food survey, arrived in Manila by plane from Bangkok, Siam, on the afternoon of April 28. The 
next day he conferred with United States High Commissioner to the Philippines Paul V. McNutt and 
issued a press statement saying that the food problem in the Philippines “is not difficult to solve.” 
The Philippine people, according to the statement, could apparently get through until supplies are 
available from the 1946 harvest in the United States with some 50,000 to 60,000 tons of foodstuffs. 
On his recommendation High Commissioner McNutt requested United States Foreign Liquidation 
Commissioner John K. Howard to arrange with Siam an exchange of surplus trucks and other 
automotive equipment for rice supplies for the Philippines. 

Mr. Hoover on April 29 called on President Osmena at Malacanan. On the evening of 
the same day he was honored by High Commissioner McNutt with a dinner at which President 
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and Mrs. Osmena and President-elect and Mrs. Manuel A. Roxas headed the list of 
Commonwealth guests. The next morning he left for Shanghai to continue his investigation of 
world food problems.

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EPILOGUE: SERGIO OSMENA 

Sergio Osmena lived in his home in Cebu after his electoral defeat and subsequent retirement into 
private life. At the age of 83, he suffered from pulmonary edema and died on October 19, 1961 at the 
Veterans’ Memorial Medical Center in Quezon City. A period of National Mourning from October 20 
to November 3, 1961 was declared by President Carlos P. Garcia through Proclamation No. 799. The 
remains of the late former President Osmena lay in state at the social hall of the provincial capitol 
building in Cebu City and were then transferred to Malacanan Palace. On October 25, 1961, his 
remains were transferred to the Hall of Congress until noon the following day. He was buried at the 
Manila North Cemetery on October 26, 1961.

October 19, 1961 

PRESIDENT Garcia called on the late President Sergio Osmena at the Veterans Memorial 
Hospital in Quezon City shortly after his arrival this morning from a stumping tour of northern Luzon. 

The President, accompanied by the First Lady, was able to speak briefly with the late President 
during his call. 

Later in the afternoon the President issued a presidential proclamation declaring a 15-day period 
of mourning in memory to the late President Osmena. President Garcia was informed of President 
Osmena’s demise while the Lapu-Lapu was en route to Leyte. 


October 20, 1961 

While aboard the yacht Lapu-Lapu the President created a committee to take charge of the 
funeral arrangements and burial of former President Sergio Osmena. 

President Garcia created the committee in order that “adequate arrangements be made for the 
holding of official necrological services and state funeral for the former President, commensurate with 
the people’s love and respect for him with the great debt of gratitude that they owe him.” 

The committee is headed by Speaker Daniel Romualdez. Among the other members are Sens. 
Ferdinand Marcos, Mariano Jesus Cuenco, and Domocao Alonto; Secretaries Elpidio Valencia, 
Alejo Santos, Jose Tuazon, and Jose C. Nable; Justice Jesus Barrera; Speaker Protempore Constancio 
Castaneda; Minority Floor Leader Cornelio Villareal; Gen. Basilio Valdes; former Executive Secretary 
Jose Reyes; Assistant Executive Secretary Enrique C. Quema; and Gov. Francisco Remotigue, with 
Minister Manuel G. Zamora as secretary.

October 21, 1961 

PRESIDENT Garcia decided today to attend the necrological services for the late President Sergio 
Osmena, Sr., in Cebu City on Monday, October 23. 

The President will stay in Cebu City, for only two hours to attend the necrological rites and leave 
immediately for Manila.

October 22, 1961 

PRESIDENT Garcia tonight concluded his hectic two-day stumping tour of Samar and prepared 
to sail early tomorrow for Cebu City to pay his last respects to the late President Sergio Osmena whose 
remains arrived in that city this afternoon. 


October 23, 1961 

PRESIDENT Garcia today paid glowing tribute to the sterling qualities of the late former 
President Sergio Osmena as a statesman and patriot during an impromptu program held at the social 
hall of the provincial capitol building in Cebu City where the remains of the former President lie in 
state. 

Speaking extemporaneously in Visayan, the President pointed out the many sacrifices of Don 
Sergio for the unity of the Nacionalista Party and for his love for the country and people. 

The Chief Executive said Don Sergio left three great legacies to the Filipino people; namely, 
fervent nationalism, the Nacionalista Party, and the Republic of the Philippines. 

He said Osmena’s nationalism is so akin to Rizal’s for which the hero and martyr laid down his 
life in Bagumbayan and welded his disunited people into one. 

The President cited the important role played by the late former Chief Executive in founding the 
Nacionalista Party in 1907, together with Quezon and Palma, to fight the Federal Party, which favored 
the annexation of the Philippines as a state of the American Union. 

Although Don Sergio is dead, the President added, his spirit and ideals will remain alive to guide 
the present and coming generations. 

The Chief Executive consoled the Cebuanos, saying that not only Cebu but the whole nation as 
well weeps the death of the Grand Old Man whose name is written on the rock of ages. 

So grief stricken was the President at the end of his speech that he started shedding tears, and the 
huge crowd that filled the hall, moved by his speech, also broke out in tears. 

The President arrived in Cebu aboard the RPS Lapu-Lapu at about noon and was met at Pier 
One by Rep. Sergio Osmena, Jr., representing the family of the late former President. 

After his speech, the President rested awhile at the office of Gov. Francisco Remotigue and then 
motored to Don Sergio’s house for lunch with the immediate members of the Osmena family. 
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From the Osmena residence, the President and the First Lady returned to the RPS Lapu-Lapu at 
about 4 p.m. for the 23-hour trip back to Manila with a short stop at Lapu-Lapu City, formerly Oton 
town. 


October 24, 1961 

PRESIDENT Garcia returned at 5 this afternoon from an eight-day stump of Leyte and Samar 
and a sidetrip to Cebu City where he viewed the remains of the late President Sergio Osmena. 

He returned to Malacanang where he viewed for the second time the remains of the late President 
Osmena which lies in state at the Palace. 


October 25, 1961 

Earlier this morning the President, the First Lady, and Mr. and Mrs. Fernando Campos, heard the 
requiem mass celebrated by Mons. Hernando Antiporda at the Malacanang hall for the late President 
Sergio Osmena, Sr. 

Also present at the mass were chiefs of diplomatic missions, members of the Cabinet, other 
high government officials, families of past Philippine Presidents, and close relatives and friends of the 
deceased, among whom were: 

Secretary and Mrs. Elpidio Valencia, Mr. and Mrs. Sergio Osmena, Jr., Nick Osmena, Mrs. 
Trinidad L. Roxas, Manuel Quezon, Jr., Nini Quezon Avanceha, Tommy Quirino, Mr. and Mrs. Luis 
Gonzalez, Ambassador and Mrs. Carlos P. Romulo, former Secretary and Mrs. Jorge B. Vargas. 

Meanwhile, thousands continued streaming to Malacanang to pay their last respects to the late 
President Osmena, whose remains was removed from Malacanang at 4 p.m. today to lie in state in the 
Hall of Congress until internment tomorrow noon. 

This afternoon Malacanang announced that all officials and employees in government offices, 
as well as school pupils and students in public and private schools, colleges, and universities in the 
City of Manila and suburbs, are excused from coming to office or, class tomorrow morning to enable 
them to attend or witness the funeral procession as a parting tribute to the late President Osmena. 

The remains of the late Don Sergio Osmena, Sr., will be laid to rest at the Manila North Cemetery 
tomorrow, at high noon. 


October 26, 1961 

The Grand Old Man of Cebu was buried beside the late Sen. Claro M. Recto, in the presence of 
high government officials, members of the diplomatic corps, close associates of his in his long public 
career, relatives and friends, as well as thousands of people from all walks of life. 

In his oration at the necrological services earlier, at the session hall of Congress, President Garcia 
eulogized President Osmena as one of the greatest men ever born to the Filipino race: a beloved and 
gentle friend, firm and wise leader, fearless and greathearted statesman, broad-visioned and selfless 
patriot. 

The President said the late statesman left the Filipinos three of his most glorious legacies: 
a vigorous and triumphant Nacionalista Party, a united nationally-conscious nation, and a free 
independent Republic. 
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The President and the First Lady, accompanied by Linda Campos, left Malacanang at 8:30 and 
arrived 15 minutes later at the session hall of Congress. 

At 10 a.m. after the necrological services the flag-draped bier was mounted on a black caisson 
drawn by a scout car and followed by a mile-long funeral cortege, and proceeded slowly northward 
along Padre Burgos, Taft Avenue, Plaza Lawton, MacArthur Bridge, Plaza Goiti, Carriedo, Rizal 
Avenue, and Blumentritt. 

Along the route thousands of people crowded the streets to get a last look at the late Chief 
Executive, as he was taken to his final resting place. 

As the funeral cortege approached the cemetery, a 21-gun salute boomed. 

The bier was then taken to a catafalque opposite the niche, where final rites were performed by 
Col. Nicolas Ortega, chief of the Army chaplain corps. 

Then three volleys of artillery were fired, and taps sounded the final salute before the remains 
were gently deposited in the final resting place, with the President placing the last trowel of mortar as a 
final gesture to his late friend.

MY COUNTRYMEN: 

ANOTHER life of love is now only a blessed memory. It has passed beyond our horizon, beyond 
the twilight’s purple hills to that vast realm of silence we call death. 

We are gathered in this historical hall, drawn together by a common and profound bereavement, 
to pay heartfelt tribute and bid sad farewell to one of the greatest men ever born to the Filipino race — 
Sergio Osmena. In life, he was a gentle and beloved friend, a well-loved husband and father, a firm 
and wise leader, a peerless kind greathearted statesman, a broad-visioned and selfless patriot. In death, 
he joins the ranks of our illustrious immortals to become forever the pride and the inspiration of the 
nation he helped to build, served so well, and loved so dearly. 

Sergio Osmena was God’s rare and timely gift to the Filipino people at a critical hour in the 
life of the Motherland. He burst upon the national scene at the moment when our people, having 
suffered a humiliating and numbing defeat in war, were bewildered and lost, without pride in their 
past, indifferent to the meaning of freedom, and thoughtless and heedless of the future, Sergio Osmena 
opened to them a new vision and direction and awakened in them a new purpose and a new hope and 
a new spirit. He led them back to the true road to freedom and fulfillment that Jose Rizal had marked 
well but from which they had unfortunately strayed away. He was a pioneer, a torch-bearer, a toiler 
when his country was down. In this historic task, it was as if he combined the great might of right and 
the cloudless mental vision that appearances cannot deceive, that flattery cannot blind, and threats 
cannot deflect. The historian of Philippine freedom therefore will be compelled to write the name of 
Sergio Osmena on the Tablet of Eternity. 

Sergio Osmena took the helm of our national destiny with hands made firm by inspired wisdom. 
He bore the signet of Eternity. It was he who established Philippine- American cooperation on a plane 
of equality, mutual recognition, and mutual respect. It was he who interpreted America to the Filipinos 
and the Philippines to the Americans with rare insight and understanding and faithfulness. It was he 
who turned mutual distrust into mutual friendship, mutual suspicion into mutual trust, mutual hostility 
into enduring amity. It was he who gave America’s political program in the Philippines the flesh and 
blood and spirit that made of the Philippine Assembly a Filipino triumph in self-government and the 
precursor of eventual independence on one hand, and, on the other hand, America’s springboard 
to that great adventure in altruism which eventually gave the world an enlightened formula for the 
liquidation of colonialism and the liberation of all subjected races. The heroic Philippine-American 
stand in Corregidor and Bataan was a magnificent flowering of the seeds he had sown and the plant he 
had nourished with care and devotion. 
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In essaying wise and consummate national leadership, Sergio Osmena also reached the height 
of statesmanship and patriotism. To the preservation of the political party that he founded and to 
the unity of the people he loved, he gladly sacrificed position and ambition and personal fortune. 
To preserve the oneness of the nation, he made great sacrifices, including political self effacement. 
Consequently, his three most glorious legacies to us were a vigorous and triumphant Nacionalista 
Party, a united nationally conscious Philippine nation, and a free independent Philippine Republic. For 
these three he gave his best and his utmost. 

Sergio Osmena was ever the model of gentleness and correctness and nobility. A sincere regard for 
the feelings of others guided his conduct. The nobility of his nature ruled his thoughts. The greatness 
of his soul suffused his deeds. He was mild in anger, moderate in joy, forgiving in defeat and noble 
in victory. To strangers he was considerate, to friends he was kind, to his family he was devoted and 
loving. He was as generous as harvestime, as hospitable as summer, and as radiant as the full tide 
of springtime. He was by all greatly beloved. He was respected for his greatness, admired for his 
accomplishments, and reverred for his integrity that rose like a great mountain peak, and there it stood 
firm as the earth beneath and pure as the stars above. 

The one tragedy in the life of Sergio Osmena was to have been the undeserving victim of the 
ingratitude of democracies at a time when his services to the nation were of the utmost need and his 
lifelong patriotic service fully deserved as crowning reward the first presidency of the Republic. Calmly 
and nobly and in admirable grace, he nevertheless accepted his share of the misled and peculiar temper 
of postwar electorates that also toppled down the equally great Winston Churchill from the United 
Kingdom’s premiership. It affected not a whit his deep and abiding love of the people and the nation 
whom at every opportunity he continued to serve with the same devotion and dedication. Humble in 
victory, he was proud and unbowed in defeat. It is a great historical paradox that Osmena emerged 
greater after his defeat. 

Gentle friend and beloved leader: On behalf of our bereaved people, we bid you farewell. But in 
the night of death our faith sees a star, and our listening love hears the rustle of a wing. We feel your 
spirit will abide in the heart of the nation as long as liberty and freedom and democracy shall have 
meaning — as long as this nation, of which you have been one of its greatest architects, shall live and 
endure. Our grief is profound, and the grief of your beloved family far greater. But we shall all find 
comfort and solace in the realization that, in the freedom we have, in the prosperity we enjoy, and in 
the security and tranquility in which we live forever, yourself breathed into them your own life and 
your spirit. Farewell, beloved leader and gentle friend: May the glories of God’s Kingdom ever yours.
